January 4, 1965 
The City Council of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, met in regular session and was 


called to order by Mayor Bowerman. 


Present: Councilmen Baryames, Belen, 
Bradshaw, Buhl, Dean, Milks, Perrin—7. 


Absent: None. 


The Clerk announced that a quorum of 
the Council was present. 


Invocation was given by Father Consoni 
of the Roman Catholic Diocese. 


The record of the previous session was 
approved as printed. 


January 4, 1965 


For the fourth time during my tenure 
as mayor of our capital city, a review of 
the progress over the past 12 months is 


in order as we enter upon a new year. A 
new year which holds excitement and satis- 
faction for many of us whose records in 
political office are before the public for 
their consideration at the February 15 city 
primary and the April 5 general city elec- 
tion. 


It is good that each office is contested 
and that the people will have a choice is 
essential to our democratic process. The 
past three and three-quarter years have 
seen an evolution of our city government 
from a small town to a metropolitan city 
to serve the needs of the people. Tradition 
was broken when the stereotyped tax rate 
of 18.5 mills per thousand was discarded 
for a realistic rate that has resulted in a 
reduction to 16.95 which I believe is un- 
precendented in the midwest. There are a 
few who might question whether this is a 
real reduction, because their total tax bills 
may be higher. The answer is simply that 
the people are facing up to the cost of 
educating our youth and the reassessment 
program has built equity so far as possible 
into our tax structure. The total number 
of dollars collected by this city from prop- 
erty owners last year was less than the 
total number of dollars collected by the 
city two years ago. 


Lansing, Michigan 
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Accelerated capital development programs 
are now under way in almost every area 
of city operations and the much cherished 
AAA credit rating is now being judiciously 
used to benefit our citizens. In the past 3 
years, we have borrowed $12.5 million and 
put it to work in order to have the things 
now we need now and our AAA credit 
rating is still healthy and intact. Barri- 
ecades and inconvenience to abutting prop- 
erty owners are symbols connoting progress 
and we certainly have our share in the city 
of Lansing. Your city government appre- 
ciates the patience of the residents of the 
city. 


The State’s new highway system has 
brought Michigan to our doorstep and ef- 
forts to make our image properly reflect 
the true friendliness of our people have 
been successful to the extent that our con- 
vention business has more than tripled in 
3 short years. Our public image in the 
eyes of the State has made a complete 
change, resulting in benefits beyond ex- 
pectations. To mention only 2 examples: 
the State office building complex and the 
accelerated highway programs. The excel- 
lent cooperation of Governor Romney, the 
Legislature and the State Highway Depart- 
ment are entitled to the highest commen- 
dation. 


1964 saw citizen participation in our 
city government rise to an all time high 
with the creation of seven Mayor’s Citizen 
Committees, making a total of 228 residents 
of the Lansing area involving themselves 
with municipal problems and giving, with- 
out compensation other than personal sat- 
isfaction, a great deal of time and talent 
to the core city of Lansing to make this 
vibrant community a better place in which 
to live. 


Special note should be taken of the River 
Improvement Committee whose activities 
have engendered interest along the entire 
Grand River Basin from its headwaters near 
Jackson to Lake Michigan and an author- 
ity established under State law recently 
enacted is imminent due primarily to the 
excellent activities of this Mayor’s Com- 
mittee. 


Progress has continued in the year 1964 
in the City of Lansing. Tangible evidence 
is shown by reduction in the unemployment 
rate for the fourth consecutive year: 1961 
—7.5% ; 162—4.1%; 1968—3.7%; and 1964 
—3.0%. Retail sales have again increased 
some $32 million for the first 11 months 
of 1964 to a total of $339,158,000. Total 
valuation of construction reached an all 
time high of $28,632,000 for 1964 com- 
pared with the 1961 amount of a mere 
$10,250,000. 


Reports to me from the various city 
departments show consistent progress in 
every area of city government and itemi- 
zation of the specific innovations and capi- 
tal improvements in the various depart- 
ments would cause this report to be too 
lengthly. Department reports to me on 
progress for 1964 will be available to the 
Council and the people upon request. 
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Even with the tax rate reduction, we 
were able to give a general salary in- 
crease to al] city employees and, in most 
cases, improved fringe benefits to each em- 
ployee. 


Our Board of Water and Light that 
turns the wheels of Lansing industry and is 
a true indication of the vitality of our 
community, reports K.W. hour sales are 
up 8% over last year. This department, 
under the most able direction of Otto 
Eckert, just completed a $9.5 million addi- 
tion of 75,000 K.W. generating capacity 
to the Moores Park station and has firm 
plans for a $52 million construction pro- 
gram over the next 6 years to keep pace 
with Lansing’s growth. Work has already 
been started on a $3 million water plant 
on Wise Road, south of Jolly Road. Six 
hundred and eighty-nine new boulevard 
street lights and 134 overhead street lights 
were installed at a cost of $479,867. Also, 
$902,140 utility services were furnished 
other city departments by the Board of 
Water and Light during 1964. 


Only 12 short months ago, I recom- 
mended a 14 point program designed for 
city progress. The Council has enacted 
eight of these programs. The Council is 
to be commended for implementing these 
eight projects which include: 


(1) An Economic Progress Board to serve 
present business and industry, to en- 
courage new business and industry to 
locate in this area and present busi- 
ness and industry to expand. The 
Council appropriated $10,000 to create 
a metropolitan approach to this prob- 
lem with local governments and Cham- 
bers of Commerce participating. We 
still await tangible evidence of prog- 
ress in this area but the city has met 
its commitment. 


(2) A Human Relations budget has been 
provided and a director and staff ap- 
pointed. The City can take great sat- 
isfaction in the progress attained in 
this most important field of city opera- 
tions. 


(3) The survey of our park and recreation 
needs has been completed and some 
recommendations have been implement- 
ed, such as additional personnel at 
Lincoln Center. Much more is in the 
offing and will be supported by recom- 
mendations of the Mayor’s Committee 
of 33 which will report shortly on the 
capital outlay needs in the fields of 
Recreation, Conventions and Perform- 
ing Arts. 


(4) The Citizens Committee concerning the 
placement of a bridge over the Grand 
River in the vicinity of Logan Street 
has made a firm recommendation which 
was accepted by the Council. 


(5) The people granted the Police and Fire 
Retirement system significant improve- 
ments. Taking a cue from this action, 
the Council, with my wholehearted ap- 
proval and support, granted similar 
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imporvements to the City Employee’s 
Retirement System. There was no ad- 
ditional cost to the taxpayers, as pen- 
sion investment income has increased 
due to the adoption of measures recom- 
mended by our Finance Director. 


(6) A Board of Urban Redevelopment was 
established and is now efficiently and 
progressively directing city activities 
in this area. 


(7) We have made certain budget changes, 
separating capital outlay from the gen- 
eral operating budget. The Planning 
Board is making substantial progress 
on a six year capital outlay program. 


(8) The Public Service Department is us- 
ing consulting services on many voter- 
approved projects which will accelerate 
their creation. 


It is most regrettable that among the 
six recommendations not put into effect 
by the Council were the establishment of a 
parking authority which would use the 
total revenues of our parking system, which 
exceed $200,000, to create new parking 
facilities and the failure of the Council to 
take positive action on a joint garbage- 
trash pickup. For several years I have 
recommended this as a legitimate city ser- 
vice. Practically every modern city pro- 
vides this service. Commendation must be 
given to a number of private trash haulers 
who engage in this activity not only to 
the benefit of themselves but to the com- 
munity as a whole. Unfortunately, only 
one-half of our citizens take advantage of 
their services and it is this half that con- 
cerns our city government, mainly from 
a health standpoint. It is patently obvious 
that an actual tax savings can be realized 
by a city-oriented service which would 
reduce the tax rate as much as 2 mills 
for the average homeowner using our 
present garbage pickup service and con- 
tracting with a trash hauler for the dis- 
posal of same. 


I would be derelict in my duty if I 
did not dwell at some length upon a subject 
that has been brought to the attention of 
the public throughout my first term as 
chief executive of this city. I refer to 
comments to the effect that there is ex- 
cessive bickering in city hall. The path 
has not been smooth, there has been con- 
siderable discussion and heated debate. 
Yet this sporadic conflict has been accom- 
panied by a record of unprecedented prog- 
ress. The decisions reached have been made 
in full view of the public. The locked 
door policy that was a feature of Commit- 
tee of the Whole sessions has been aban- 
doned. It is my opinion that our form of 
government cannot operate in the best 
interests of the people without the search- 
ing light of publicity that illuminates the 
operation of government. To those who 
deplore the appearance of conflict and con- 
troversy, I would remind them that the 
lesson of history is clear, that no progres- 
sive administration, be it local, state, or 
national, has conducted its affairs in a 
vacuum. 
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I have striven for true citizen participa- 
tion in government as a basic element in 
my promises to the people of this city. I 
am sure that each member of your Lansing 
municipal government is eager to continue 
this policy. The alternative is government 
by clique, power factions and special in- 
terests. Good government endures only so 
long as we have dedicated men and women 
in the service of government. Each year 
since I have been in office, accelerated 
progress has been attained and I am sure 
that with the progressive spirit that now 
permeates this city we will continue to 
build a better Lansing in each succeeding 
year.

An accident report check shows that in 
the past six years we have investigated 61 
traffic accidents in the 100 block of W. 
Michigan Ave. Of this total only 2 were 
because of U turns, 36 were rear end, 18 
sideswipe, 1 head on, 3 right angle and 
1 right turn. 


CITY TRAFFIC ORDINANCE—1964 
SEC. 31-46 Limitations on turning around. 


No person shall make a U turn with a 
vehicle in the Central Business District. 
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SEC. 31-45 Obedience to No-Turn signs. 


Whenever appropriate signs are erected 
indicating that no right or left or U turn 
is permitted, no driver of a vehicle shall 
disobey the directions of any such sign. 


There are no U turn signs posted in 
the 100 block of W. Michigan Ave. 


When the north-south streets are reversed 
on January 31, 1965, there will be no need 
to make U turns in the 100 block of W. 
Michigan Ave., until then I feel it would 
be a hardship on the motor vehicle opera- 
tors. 


Accident records show it is not a large 
accident factor.

SUBJECT: Article 9 City Traffic Code. 


As requested, a review was made of 
Article 9 of the City Traffic Code relative 
to defective equipment. It was found that 
3,397 violation tickets have been issued 
this year by the Lansing Police Department 
as of December 28, 1964 for defective 
equipment. 


In 1968 the Lansing Police Department 
issued 1,942 violations for defective equip- 
ment, or we show a 42% increase in ar- 
rests for this violation in 1964 over 1963. 


It should also be noted that when the 
violator appears in court or the violation 
bureau on a defective equipment violation 
and he can show the court that a correction 
has been made on the defect, this is taken 
into consideration by the court on the pen- 
alty. On minor violations that show cor- 
rection the court suspends sentence. 


Total moving violations for 1964 as of 
December 28, 1964 were 28,505. Of this 
total 11,366 are for speeding, 4,465 for 
red light violations, 1,452 for stop signs 
and 210 for driving while intoxicated. 


Defective equipment is not a part of this 
total.

In the Council meeting on Monday Janu- 


ary 25, 1965, certain statements were made 
concerning : 
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1. The judgement and authority of the 
Lansing Board of Zoning Appeals. 


2. The violation of a density requirement 
of the Council in development of a 
housing project in the Pleasant Grove 
Holmes Road area. 


38. The excessive cost of $5,000 per acre for 
a school-park site in a new plat in the 
southwesterly part of the city. 


4. And an alleged approval by the Lansing 
Planning Board the sale or trading of 
a school site in the plat of Holly Park 
located in the southwest part of the city. 


The Staff of the Planning Department, 
aided in some matters by the Staff of the 
Building Inspection Department, examined 
each of the alleged charges and found the 
following : 


1. The Lansing Board of Zoning Appeals, 
acting under the authority of the Lan- 
sing Zoning Ordinance (section 36-12.- 
(7), found that use of the property at 
South Logan Street for a muffler ser- 
vice business was in accord with the 
general purpose and intent of the “F’”’ 
commercial zone in which it is, located. 
The Board therefore granted the ap- 
peal petition for the Muffler Company. 
Information concerning this appeal is 
on file in the office of the Planning 
Department. 


2. The Lansing City Council on January 
14, 1968, approved the Townhouse Com- 
munity Unit Plan located near the 
southwest corner of Holmes and Pleas- 
ant Grove Roads. The Council’s ap- 
proval contained the requirement that 
the lot area per family would not be 
more than 50% of the density allowed 
in the “A” one family zone. This would 
be approximately twelve (12) units per 
acre. 


Upon careful analysis of the approved 
plan and the building permits issued it 
is found that the development contains 
twelve (12) units per acre and conforms 
to the requirements and conditions ap- 
proved and required by the City Council. 


3. The excessive cost of $5,000 per acre for 
a school-park site, in the plat of Rivers 
Edge was alleged. Public records show 
the actual cost of this school-park site 
was less than $1,200 per acre. This 
reasonable price was due to the fine co- 
operation of the City Council, the Lan- 
sing Board of Education, the Lansing 
Boat Club, and the Rose-Hill Develop- 
ment Corporation. 


4. The trade or sale of the four plus acre 
school site in the Plat of Holly Park 
has never been acted upon or recom- 
mended by the Lansing Planning Board. 


Upon checking with the administrative 
staff of the Lansing Board of Education it 
was found the school site, located between 
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Elmhurst and Pleasant Grove Schools was 
not needed, was of inadequate size and 
that expansion of the Elmhurst building 
and changing the attendance area of the 
Pleasant Grove School, has met area school 
needs.

During the official Council Meeting of 
December 2, 1963, Ordinance No. 74 was 
passed adding to the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing Section 9-67 to 
9-82 inclusive. 


“This ordinance shall be known as 
the Home for the Aged Ordinance of 
the City of Lansing.”’ 


Section 9-71 License Required: It shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm_ partner- 
ship, corporation, or association ‘to estab- 
lish, maintain, operate or conduct a home 
for the aged, whether a boarding home, 
convalescent home or nursing home, unless 
and until such person, firm, partnership, 
corporation or association shall have pro- 
cured a license to operate such a home 
for the aged at a special address, from 
the City Clerk of Lansing. 


Section 9-72 Duration of License: 
Licenses issued as provided in this ordinance 
shall be renewed annually and shall in 
each case expire on the 30th day of April 
in each year. Licenses issued during the 
year and later than May Ist in any given 
year shall likewise expire on the 30th day 
of April in any succeeding year. 


No time limit or specific calendar date 
was set for these existing homes to meet 
the requirements as set forth in Section 
9-74-(In part) “According to the provi- 
sions of the Housing and Building Ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing.” 


As of this date (February 10, 1965) there 
are 6 homes (with more than 5 patients) 
and several with less than 5, that do not 
meet the requirements of Section 9-74 and 
therefore are not approved or have a 
license. 


Section 9-80—Makes provisions for ‘‘Re- 
voeation of License’? With no license is- 
sued, neither the Building and/or Fire De- 
partment can cause same to be revoked or 
suspended. 


Section 9-82 Penalty for Violation: Any 
person violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall. on conviction thereof 
by a court of competent jurisdiction be 
punished as provided in Sec. 1-8 of the 
Code of Ordinances of the City of Lansing. 


With no definite calendar date set for 
compliance of the requirements, as set forth 
in Sec. 9-74 of this new ordinance, prosecu- 
tion would be most difficult. 


Therefore, we petition your honorable 
body to review ordinance No. 74 and to 
set some definite calendar date where by 
these homes must comply or discontinue 
operation in the City of Lansing. 
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We would recommend June 1, 1965, as a 
reasonable date for compliance of the re- 
quirements as set forth in Section 9-74.

Gentlemen: 


You have requested that I investigate 
and determine the circumstances under 
which former Councilman Potter received 
certain salary checks from the city after the 
date of his resignation from the Council. 


I wish first to point out that Mr. Potter 
was due at least one check after his resigna- 
tion because of the lag between certification 
of payroll and the handing out or mailing 
of salary checks. 


I have checked procedures followed in 
similar cases involving Aldermen Schultz, 
Coin, and Bowerman, resignations, and 
Councilman Kircher who died during his 
term. I find no evidence of any procedure 
followed. No person presently connected 
with the city seems able to advise me what 
procedure was followed in those cases. It 
is my opinion that some person, probably 
Mr. Robert Sanderson, handled such situa- 
tions personally. However, there is nothing 
in the record or the memory of present 
officers or employees of the city so far as 
I can determine, 


In the cases of Councilmen Preuss, 
Brooks, and Peck who left at the end of 
their terms of office, the fact that their suc- 
cessors went to the personnel department, 
probably on their own initiative, or, pos- 
sibly on the suggestion of the City Clerk, 
to give employment information concerning 
social security numbers, number of depen- 
dants, and the like, gave, those responsible 
for payrolls, notice of the change in status 
concerning council members. 


If, in the past, matters of this type were 
handled personally by the City Controller, 
and I have no concrete evidence that this 
was the case, only my own reasonable sup- 
position, such was not done by the present 
Controller in the case of Mr. Potter. 


In the past, the office of the City Clerk 
has never given the Controller notice of 
the resignation or death of an Alderman 
or of a Councilman. Neither has the Per- 
sonnel Department done so. 


Without trying to gloss over the present 
problem concerning improper payments to 
Mr. Potter, I wish to raise here the question 
of the authority of the Controller to act 
in these matters on his own authority and 
without due certification of the facts from 
someone competent to do so. 
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As a part of the total picture, I must 
say that, if the personnel in the payroll 
group who made the check or the personnel 
in the City Clerk’s office who mailed the 
checks, had raised a question the situation 
would have been caught and stopped. How- 
ever, why should they, since they are 
clerks, and take matters like this on the 
basis that they are proper or they would 
not be. Further, if Mr. Potter had requested 
a refund of his retirement deductions, the 
matter would have been caught. 


If any blame is to be placed in this mat- 
ter, it is more on the system under which 
one person evidently assumed responsibility 
for such matters in the past and his suc- 
cessor was not aware of the fact, and all 
parties in the city government including 
the former Controller’s successor took it for 
granted that, either the situation was being 
handled as in the past, or that someone 
else was handling the matter. In other 
words, the lack of definite policy applicable 
to the situation created this problem be- 
cause the present Controller was appar- 
ently unaware of the practice of his pre- 
decessor and because he received no official 
notice (because none had ever been given 
in any previous case) apparently assumed 
that the matter was being handled through 
other channels. 


It is my understanding that the checks 
in question have not cleared the banks upon 
which they were drawn and payment there- 
on has been stopped. 


Looking to the future, I feel that we 
cannot leave matters like this to chance 
or to individual action, which may be 
overlooked or not understood by successors. 
I requested the City Controller to draft 
a suggested procedure to fit all cases in- 
volving elected officers concerning place- 
ment upon and removal from the city’s 
payroll. He has done so and a copy of his 
memorandum of February 17th is attached 
hereto. I approve this procedure as one 
which would prevent the possible reoccur- 
rance of the situation requiring this report.

RE: Comments on City Attorney’s opinion 
Gentlemen : 


Section 27-39 of the Code of City of 
Lansing states: 


“The gross revenues by virtue of this 
article shall be set aside and used for 
the operation, maintenance and extension 
of the sewage and garbage treatment plant 
and for the payment of bonds and interest 
thereon issued for the purpose of enlarging 
and improving the same.” 


What is the definition of a sewage treat- 
ment plant? The “Glossary: Water and 
Sewage Control Engineering” prepared by 
a joint committee representing the 


American Public Health Association 
American Society of Civil Engineers 
American Water Works Association 


Federation of Sewage Works Association 
(Now the Water Pollution Control 
Federation.) 


gives the following definitions: 


Sewage Treatment Works is an arrange- 
ment of devices and structures for treating 
sewage, industrial wastes and sludge. Some- 
times used as synonymous with sewage 
treatment plant. 


Sewage Works is a comprehensive term 
which ineludes facilities for collecting, 
pumping, treating and disposing of sewage. 


You will note that there is an important 
difference between Sewage Treatment Works 
and Sewage Works. 


A book “Fundamental Consideration in 
Rates and Rate Structure for Water and 
Sewage Work,” a joint report of Com- 
mittees of the American Society of Civil 
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Engineers and the Section of Municipal 
Law of the American Bar Association gives 
the following definitions: 


A sewage works performs a number of 
direct and indirect functions which may 
be classified as follows: 


(1) Sewer System 


(a) Collects and removes discharged 
wastes of community living, com- 
merce and industry. 


(b) Provides surface drainage in the 
case of combined systems and of 
storm sewers. 


(c) Provide sub-surface drainage. 


(2) Sewage Treatment Works 


(a) Removes, destroys, and disposes of 
objectionable materials and organ- 
isms so as to avoid nuisance and 
permit reasonable use of the re- 
ceiving waters by the residents of 
the particular community and 
others. 


(8) General 


Here again note the sewage treatment 
works is definitely limited in scope while 
sewage works is a general term covering 
the collection, treatment and disposal of 
wastes. 


The question of intent of the Council is 
also involved. This ordinance was passed 
in 1948 and no charges for the operation 
and construction of the sewage collection 
system was made until last year. This in 
my opinion would indicate that the Council 
did not intend such charges to be made 
under the ordinance. 


The Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare Administer through the U. S. 
Public Health Service the distribution of 
funds under the Federal Water Pollution 
Control Act (Public Law 660-84th Con- 
gress) under Sec. 11 defines the term as 
follows: 


(c) The term “treatment works’’ means 
the various devices used in the treatment of 
sewage or industrial wastes of a liquid 
nature, including the necessary intercept- 
ing sewers, outfall sewers, pumping, power 
and other equipment, and their appurten- 
ances, and includes any extensions, im- 
provements, remodeling, additions, and al- 
terations thereof.” 


No grants are made under the pollution 
control act for the construction of lateral 
or trunk sewers. 


For all of the reasons, it would seem 
clear the Section 27-39 of the Code of the 
City of Lansing does not include sewer col- 
lection systems and applies only to sewage 
treatment works or plant. 
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Referring to the analogy of an electrical 
system and its generating potential, it does 
not seem to fit the facts of a sewage col- 
lection system and a treatment facility. 
For example: If the electrical power were 
to be shut off, the distribution system 
would be of no use. If the sewage treat- 
ment plant were taken away, the system 
would work fine. It would merely dump 
into the river. The plant is not an integral 
part of a sewer system. 


The Department feels that the Council 
may have the authority to amend the Sec- 
tion 27-39 of the Code of the City of 
Lansing to fit any policy they would wish 
to express. It would be advisable, however, 
to gain the approval of the State Municipal 
Finance Commission to verify the status 
of all outstanding bond issues pertaining 
to sewage and garbage treatment plant.

WHEREAS, the CITY OF LANSING

poses to undertake and carry out a certain 
urban renewal or redevelopment project 
of the character authorized by law with 
financial aid by the United States of Amer- 
ica (herein sometimes called the ‘“‘Govern- 
ment’’) in the form of a Project Tempor- 
ary Loan under Title I of the Housing Act 
of 1949, as amended (42 U.S.C. 1450 et 
seq.), which may be made by the Govern- 
ment to the Local Public Agency with re- 
spect to the Project in accordance with a 
Contract for a loan and grant by and 
between the Local Public Agency and the 
Government; and 


WHEREAS, in order to enable the Local 
Public Agency to obtain such financial aid, 
it is necessary for the Local Public Agency 
to authorize and, from time to time, issue 
certain obligations as hereinafter provided:

State of America or order; shall be signed 
in the name of the Local Public Agency by 
the MAYOR; shall have the official seal of 
the Local Public Agency impressed thereon 
and attested by the CITY CLERK; and 
shall bear interest at the rate or rates as 
follows: 


During the period from the date of the 
acceptance of delivery of and payment for 
each such note through DECEMBER 31, 
1969 (herein called the “Initial Loan Per- 
iod’’), said principal sum shall bear in- 
terest’ on the unrepaid amount thereof at 
the rate of FOUR AND ONE-EIGHTH per 
centum (414%) per annum. From and 
after said date each such note shall bear 
interest on the unrepaid principal amount 
thereof at the rate per annum (to be duly 
noted on behalf of the United States of 
America on the reverse thereof) which 
shall be initially determined and become 
effective on the expiration of the Initia] 
Loan Period, and shall be redetermined at 
5-year intervals thereafter, and become 
effective, with respect to said unrepaid 
principal amount, in accordance with the 
following formula: The redetermined rate 
shall not exceed six per centum (6%) per 
SEReh but otherwise shall be the higher 
of: 


(a) The “‘going Federal rate’ determined 
pursuant to the provisions of Title I of 
the Housing Act of 1949, as amended 
through September 2, 1964, and effective 
January 1 or July 1, as the case may be, 
following the expiration of the Initial Loan 
Period, or, in the case of subsequent re- 
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determinations of the rate, the January 1 
or July 1, as the case may be, constituting 
the fifth anniversary of the effective date 
of the latest redetermined rate; or 


(b) A rate per annum equal to the aver- 
age yield to maturity on all outstanding 
obligations of the United States having a 
maturity from the May 1 or November 1, 
as the case may be, next preceding the 
date of the expiration of the Initial Loan 
Period (or, in the case of subsequent re- 
determinations of the rate, from the May 
1 or November 1, next preceding the Janu- 
ary 1 or July 1, as the case may be, con- 
stituting the fifth anniversary of the latest 
redetermined rate), of approximately 5 
years, as determined by the Administrator, 
upon the advice of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, such average yield to be estimated 
on the basis of daily closing market bid 
quotations or prices for the month of May 
or November, as the case may be, next 
preceding the date of the expiration of the 
Initial Loan Period (or, in the case of 
subsequent redeterminations of the rate, 
for the month of May or November, as the 
case may be, next preceding the January 
1 or July 1, constituting the fifth anniver- 
sary of the latest redetermined rate), and 
adjusted to the nearest % of 1 percent. 


Section 3. That each such Project Tem- 
porary Loan Note issued, including a 
statement of the delivery thereof to the 
Government, shall be in substantially the 
form of “Exhibit A” attached hereto and 
made a part of this Resolution: Provided, 
That each Project Temporary Loan Note 
bearing a date subsequent to the expira- 
tion of the Initial Loan Period shall state 
on its face the applicable interest rate and 
shall define therein the term “Initial Loan 
Period” by use of a date which shall be 
the end of the pertinent 5-year period, both 
as authorized and as required by this Re- 
solution. 


Section 4, That there is hereby estab- 
lished a separate and special fund which 
is hereby designated the “Project Tempor- 
ary Loan Repayment Fund; Project No. 
MICH R-87,” said Fund being elsewhere 
herein referred to as the ‘‘Project Tempor- 
ary Loan Repayment Fund.” Said Fund 
shall be maintained in a bank or banks 
which are members of the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. The following mon- 
eys shall be deposited in the Project Tem- 
porary Loan Repayment Fund as and when 
such moneys are received by the Local Pub- 
lic Agency: 


(a) The proceeds of all sales of Project 
Land by the Local Public Agency, exclud- 
ing such proceeds as may arise from the 
sale of Project Land after such Project 
Land has been leased; 


(b) All moneys constituting compensation 
by the Local Public Agency for Project 
Land which it retains instead of selling 
or leasing, excluding the moneys which may 
arise from the retention of Project Land 
after such Project Land has been leased ;

(e) All such Local Grants-In-Aid in the 
form of deficiency cash grants as, after the 
Gross Project Cost and the Net Project 
Cost have been determined and the pay- 
ment of all costs comprising Item 1 of 
Gross Project has been duly made or pro- 
vided for and all other Local Grants-In-Aid 
applicable to the Project which have been 
provided have been determined, are provided 
with respect to the Project to meet the 
deficiency, if any, in Local Grants-In-Aid 
in connection with the Project; 


(f) All accrued interest, if any, which 
is paid to the Local Public Agency on Proj- 
ect Temporary Loan Notes at the time 
when the Government takes up and pays 
for such Project Temporary Loan Notes; 


(zg) All income derived from the invest- 
ment of moneys deposited in the Project 
Temporary Loan Repayment Fund; and 


(h) The unexpended balance, if any, re- 
maining or belonging in the Project Ex- 
penditures Account after all costs constitut- 
or eal 1 of Gross Project Cost have been 
paid. 


Section 5. .That Project Temporary Loan 
Notes issued pursuant to the provisions of 
this Resolution shall, as to both the princi- 
pal thereof and the interest thereon, con- 
stitute an exclusive first lien and charge 
upon the funds which, by the terms of this 
Resolution, comprise the Project Temporary 
Loan Repayment Fund; which Fund is 
hereby irrevocably pledged to the payment 
of the principal of and interest of such 
Project Temporary Loan Notes.

REPORT OF CITY OFFICERS 
February 26, 1965 
City Council 
City of Lansing 
Lansing, Michigan 
Gentlemen : 


You have requested my opinion concerning 
the validity of the contract between the 
City of Lansing and Lansing Suburban 
Lines, Inc. for the operation of the bus 
system within the City of Lansing. 


I have compared this contract with the 
contracts for the same purpose in the 
cities of Grand Rapids, Battle Creek, 
Jackson, Ann Arbor, Pontiac, and Sagi- 
naw. I find this contract to be very simi- 
lar to those contracts, if not actually 
practically identical with them. I find 
these contracts, including the one in ques- 
tion, have been reviewed by the office of 
the Attorney General, concerning their 
qualification to permit lower cost license 
plates for the busses operated under the 
contracts. I also find that the Circuit 
Court of Ingham County has had these 
contracts before it in a case involving a 
challenge thereof by the Secretary of State, 
concerning these special license plates. In 
each case they have been approved. 


I find that the requirement of a 3/5 vote 
of the electors voting upon the question 
is no longer required under the new Michi- 
gan Constitution for a city to acquire a 
transportation facility. Further, while the 
provisions of the Home Rule Act, under 
which the City of Lansing is incorporated, 
still requires a 3/5 vote for the acquiring 
of such a utility, there is further inde- 
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pendent and equal authority in Act No. 94 
of the Public Acts of 1933 for the city to 
acquire such a utility without the necessity 
of such a vote of the electors. Our Supreme 
Court has held that legislation of this type 
is equally a part of the charter of the city 
as though the provisions thereof were 
specifically set forth therein. 


It is my opinion that the monthly pay- 
ments made by the city to the operating 
company, which actually runs the busses 
for the city under the contract that we 
have made, do not constitute lending the 
credit of the city to that company but con- 
stitues an actual fee paid to the company 
for its services. 


Until such time as a court of competent 
jurisdiction shall rule upon the _ specific 
questions which were raised in the resolu- 
tion submitting this question for my opin- 
ion, I must, based upon the review of 
similar contracts as well as our own by 
the office of the Attorney General, and 
the circuit court opinion which I have 
mentioned, advise you that the contract be- 
tween the City and the bus operating com- 
pany is a good and legal contract and for 
the over-all benefit of the inhabitants of 
the city.

stitution and general laws of this state. 
It is my opinion that this contract, itself, 
is within the limitations of this provision.

On May 2, 1968, a member of the Fire 
Prevention Bureau and a member of the 
Building Department made an _ inspection 
of the above captioned address. On May

rection there-of. Later, during 1963, the 
same inspectors met on several occasions 
to discuss the directives with representa- 
tives of the lodge. 


On March 12, 1964, a communication 
from the office of the Fire Marshal informed 
your body that the fire department could 
not approve of the relicensing of this loca- 
tion. However, we received communications 
dated March 9, 1964 and March 31, 1964, 
outlining certain items that were to be 
done to minimize the hazards existing. Ac- 
cepting the word of the writer, we notified 
you people and you granted them an ex- 
tension of time. 


On February 16, 1965, a recheck was 
made and it was found that of the seven- 
teen directives issued on May 3, 1963, only 
one directive has been completed. There- 
fore, we recommend that all licenses issued 
to 120 W. Allegan Street be revoked im- 
mediately, including the food license and 
liquor license. 


Further, we are advising you and there- 
by making public the fact that we do not 
approve of this location, in it’s present 
condition, being used as a “place of public 
assemblage” (where 50 or more persons 
may gather for any reason).

Effective October 1, 1963, the City Coun- 
cil adopted an annual salary schedule for 
all grades IX and above that established 
increments of $500.00 each. 

The minimum annual starting rate for 
grade X was increased from $10,460.00 to 
$10,500.00. 


The Compensation Plan states that ‘“‘No 
employee shall be paid less than the mini- 
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mum rate nor more than the maximum rate 
for the appropriate classification.”’ The 
Personnel Rules for’ salaried personnel 
states, ‘‘Eight hours shall constitute a 
normal work day and forty hours a normal 
work week.’”? Nowhere in either the Com- 
pensation Plan or the Personnel Rules do 
I find any reference to the number of 
hours, days, weeks or months in a year 
nor did the Council state how many pay 
periods there are in a year. 


The City Council established and appro- 
priated $10,500.00 as the annual minimum 
salary for Grade X. The actual annual 
salary paid for Grade X was $10,463.96 
which is $36.04 less than the MINIMUM 
amount authorized and appropriated by the 
City Council and is therefore illegal on 
three counts. The actual annual amount 
paid to every salaried employee, including 
each Councilman, is less than the amount 
authorized and appropriated. 


The W-2 Form furnished to be submitted 
to the Government for income tax purposes 
shows that only $10,463.96 was paid and 
not the annual salary of $10,500.00 ap- 
proved and appropriated by the City Council. 


The City Controlled admits that if we 
were paid monthly or twice monthly the 
annual amount paid each employe would be 
exactly the annual salary authorized. There 
are only so many days in a year regardless 
of how you divide it, so it would seem to 
be only a matter of simple arithmetic to 
determine a two weeks pay amount that 
would add up to the correct annual salary 
at the end of any or each twelve months 
period. 


I understand that Mr. Sanderson the 
former City Controller did adjust the final 
paycheck July 1, 1961 but no such adjust- 
ment has been made since then. 


I request that the City Council investi- 
gate this matter and direct that payment 
of $36.04 be made to me to bring my 1964 
salary to the correct total of $10,500.00 as 
authorized by the City Council.

Dear Mayor Bowerman and Members of the 
Council: 


The total December 1964 personal prop- 
erty taxes spread for collection amounted 
to $3,538,565.67. Of this total, $51,281.82 
still remains uncollected from 287 businesses 
and professional accounts. In comparison, 
only $17,915.34 remained uncollected from 
120 business accounts at this point in 1968, 
and $18,421.39 from 101 accounts in a like 
period in 1964. 


As these figures readily show, both the 
amount of the tax presently outstanding 
and the number of businesses delinquent 
are alarming and deserving of attention. 


The type of businesses delinquent vary and 
are headed by service stations. Others in- 
clude laundermats, restaurants, cosmo- 
tologists, music studios, doughnut shops, 
tile sales, and business services, and an 
osteopath. An accountant is delinquent for 
both the July and December periods. 


To meet this lag, this office is issuing 
FINAL NOTICES AND DEMAND FOR 
PAYMENT to each account, with March 
24th established as a deadline. Jeopardy Tax 
Assessments and Seizure Notices, as re- 
quired by law, will follow that date.

Gentlemen : 


On March 3, 1965, the Board of Public 
Service held a public hearing at the Everett 
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Elementary School for the purpose of air- 
ing all complaints and/or problems in 
regard to the subject project. Less than 
half of the people abutting the drain were 
present. There were a dozen complaints 
involving topsoil, drainage, turfing, cracks 
in buildings and fences, presented. All of 
these (except fences and building cracks) 
are caused by settlement and/or the lack 
of topsoil. The conclusion of the Board was 
to handle this in conjunction with the 
property owner’s preferences whether to 
tear up or regrade the area, apply new 
topsoil and seed, or to provide the topsoil to 
the respective owners to spread as they 
desire. 


A cursory investigation disputes the 
validity of the building cracks being caused 
by the contracted work, however, this will 
be investigated thoroughly. 


The question involving fences resolves 
down to a determination of policy: (1) 
the existing contract requires the contrac- 
tor to replace all fences which he disturbed 
and is accountable for the fencing materials 
which existed before he commenced, work; 
(2) a second possible procedure would be 
for the City Council to authorize the ex- 
penditure of City monies to erect new 
fences where old fences previously existed 
or a common fence on the drain centerline 
between the abutting properties, and (3) 
a third possibility is for the City to estab- 
lish a participation ratio in the cost for 
the erection of new fences, 


The Board of Public Service does not 
consider itself invested with the authority 
to go beyond (1) above mentioned procedure 
and, therefore, this matter is referred to 
you for your determination.

Cedar and Hazel—Move traffic signal at 
Cedar and Hazel to Cedar and Elm.

Gentlemen: 


The opinion of the City Attorney has 
been requested concerning whether or not 
any city has power to create a housing 
commission independently of the city char- 
ter. The answer must be yes. Act No. 18 
of the Extra Session of 1933, as amended, 
constitutes independent authority for a 
city to create a housing commission by 
ordinance. In other words, this act, as 
it is worded, constitutes clear authority 
and, in a_ sense, supplements the city 
charter. 


In acting under authority of this act, 
I wish to point out that certain hazards 
arise which are not inherent in the action 
already proposed by the council. In the 
first place, the amount of money which 
would be available from the federal govern- 
ment is problematical at this time. I have 
not had the opportunity to make any in- 
vestigation regarding this. Second the haz- 
ard of having a referendum on an ordinance 
adopted by the council under authority of 
this act is greatly increased. In other 
words, the act permits a referendum upon 
a petition signed by a number of signers 
equal to three per cent of the number of 
registered electors of the city, whereas 
a referendum upon an ordinance adopted 
under the plan presently proposed would 
require a number of signers equal to 15 per 
cent of the number of registered electors. 
Third, while the amount available to the 
city, in the form of federal aid, is proble- 
matical it is my understanding that other 
forms of federal aid are available to those 
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who propose to develop housing, which 
might be more readily available. Again, 
I have not had an opportunity to make 
a thorough investigation of this matter, 
but I am stating information which has 
been conveyed to me, short of such an 
investigation.

Following the reading of a communica- 
tion from Leon O. Titus, Donald Teel, and 
Ralph S. Mosher concerning a refund of 
certain taxes collected from an alleged 
19,000 taxpayers, the Council adopted the 
following resolution: 


WHEREAS, the Michigan Supreme Court 
has upheld the original position of the 
Lansing City Council in that the applica- 
tion of a new taxing formula must be 
on an over-all basis, therefore, be it 


RESOLVED, that the Mayor and City 
Attorney and City Assessor are hereby re- 
quested to determine the amount of re- 
imbursement due to the Lansing taxpayers 
in compliance with the Michigan Supreme 
Court decision in the case of Leon O. 
Titus, et al vs. State Tax Commission 
dated February 2, 1965. 


As my part in the investigation for 
the guidance of the persons named in such 
resolution and the Council, I have studied 
Titus vs. State Tax Commission, 374 Mich. 
476, and the briefs and appendix filed in 
such case. 


I wish to point out that, while Titus’ at- 
torney argued that the case was in the 
nature of a represenative case, the 
Supreme Court did not so view it, as 
evidenced by the wording of the opinion, 
itself, as follows: 


From the majority opinion— 


“The order of Defendant State Tax Com- 
mission of October 8, 1963, is vacated and 
the Commission is directed to determine 
the true and lawful assessment of plain- 
tiffs’ property, as provided in CLS 1961, 
Sec. 211-152 (Stat. Ann. 1960 Rev. Sec. 
7.210), and in accordance with this opin- 
ion.”’ (underlining is mine) 


From the minority opinion— 


“Of the 54 appellants who pursued their 
remedies past the board of review to the 
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Michigan Tax Commission, only appellants 
Leon O. Titus and wife now stand before 
this Court. They claim their appeal is in 
the nature of a representative case. How- 
ever, of the 54 appeals taken to the tax 
commission, 14 were given relief and 40 
were upheld. Since there was no uniform 
disposition by the commission, it is evi- 
dent that each case was handled on its 
own facts. The result is that appellants 
stand before this Court not in a representa- 
tive capacity, as they claim, but on the 
merits of their own case.’’ 


The scope and effect of the Titus case is 
limited exclusively to the property assess- 
ment of Mr. Titus and his wife and any 
liability for tax refunds arising out of 
the Titus case is limited to those specific 
persons. The case is not authority for 
making refunds to anyone else, nor is it 
authority for the allegation of the signers 
of the communication of Titus, Teel, and 
Mosher that all properties referred to 
therein were improperly assessed. 


The writers of this communication ask 
a voluntary reimbursement to the owners 
of property of alleged overpayments of 
taxes. The question of the reimbursement 
of taxes has been before the courts a 
number of times. In each case that has 
come before the Supreme Court, that court 
has ruled that the city has no power to 
refund taxes, except as provided and per- 
mitted by law. Consumers Power vs. 
Muskegon County, 346 Mich. 243; Sumner 
vs. City of Detroit, 275 Mich. 689. 


The Legislature has provided a procedure 
for the recovery of taxes in Section 53 of 
the General Property Tax law. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled that only those who 
follow this procedure are entitled to such 
recovery. The Consumers Power Co. case, 
above cited, denies a taxing unit of govern- 
ment the power to make refunds, except 
in the manner provided by law. The City 
of Lansing cannot do, as a matter of good 
will or otherwise, what the statutes, as 
interpreted by the courts, deny that it has 
the power to do. 


For this reason, the appointment of an 
accountant, or any other person, to work 
out a plan for the reimbursement of alleged 
overpayments would be a useless gesture.

Gentlemen : 


This is to advise you that we have com- 
pleted our studies relating to the subject 
project and that our report is in its final 
draft preparation stage; sufficiently so to 
forward at this time the summary of 
recommendations which shall be contained 
therein. 


Pursuant to our mutual understanding, 
in addition to conducting a comprehensive 
study of the C. B. D. zone north of Michi- 
gan Avenue and of the Capitol and the 
Community College areas adjacent to it, 
we also did a follow-up re-check of the 
south C.B.D. zone below Michigan Avenue 
which was studied in a similar fashion a 
year ago. 


Our findings indicate that the current 
parking deficiency in the entire Central 
Business District is approximately 2,940 
spaces of which 1,450 are in the 15 block 
area south of Michigan Avenue and 1,490 
are in the 29 block area studied north of 
Michigan Avenue and east of Grand River 
on either side of Michigan Avenue to 
Larch Street. 


However, whereas the physical condi- 
tions in the C.B.D. area south of Michigan 
Avenue are presently in a state that can 
be classified as permanent, thereby, estab- 
lishing a permanency also to the parking 
space deficiency figure, the area north of 
Michigan is about to have a _ substantial 
portion of it enter into an Urban Renewal 
Development Stage. In fact land is al- 
ready being earmarked and optioned for 
purchase. The result of this major change 
will also be impacted upon the parking 
supply and demand conditions. 
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Whereas the current parking shortage 
in this “North of Michigan’? C.B.D. area 
is approximately 1460 spaces, it should 
first decrease by nearly 25% when the 
State Capitol 2,000 car parking garage, 
now under construction west of Walnut 
Street, is completed. An interview study 
among parking patrons on Wednesday, 
March 10 revealed that this percentage of 
motorists which either worked or planned 
to visit the Capitol, parked their vehicles in 
the area north of Michigan and Ottawa 
Streets and east of Walnut and Seymour 
Streets. 


However, when the Urban Renewal De- 
velopment, as planned, has been completed 
the parking need will increase by at least 
2300 spaces thereby expanding the net 
parking deficiency in the north C.B.D. 
area, and the 4 block portion east of Grand 
River, to 3,400 spaces. 


When due consideration was given to 
all of the survey findings and to various 
plans underway it was determined that 
during the next 5 to 6 year period a total 
of at least 3,000 additional off-street park- 
ing spaces should be developed, and it was 
further determined that these 3,000 spaces 
be primarily contained within six structures 
to be located on the following sites.

(*) Five of these facilities, all but No. 3, 
would displace approximately 1121 
existing spaces. 


It is therefor recommended that plans 
be made to program for development all 
six multi-level parking facilities as out- 
lined above and it is further recommended 
that the timing schedule be set as follows: 


Development Timing Schedule 


Garage No. 1—Start at once; Completion 
December 1965 or Early 1966. 


Garage No. 2—Start at once; Completion 
December 1965 or Early 1966. 


Garage No. 2—Start as soon as State Ap- 
proval is rec.; Completition November 
1966 or Early 1967. 
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Garage No. 4—Start concurrently with 
Dept. Store Plans; Completition Novem- 
ber 1967 or Early 1968. 


Garage No. 5—Start early in 1967; Com- 
pletion December 1967 or Early 1968. 


Garage No. 6—Start late in 1969; Comple- 
tion August 1, 1970. 


The timing dates for Garages No. 1, 
2 and 3 are our firm recommendations and 
shall so be stated in our final report. How- 
ever, timing dates for Garages No. 4, No. 
5 and No. 6, all within the Urban Renewal 
Area, are only tentative or preliminary 
recommendations and are subject to change 
depending upon the rate of progress of 
the Urban Renewal project commitments. 
It may be advisable to proceed with Garage 
No. 5 before either No. 4 or No. 6 due to 
existing and growing demand for more 
parking at Community College. 


Traffic volume studies made a year ago 
and again in March of this year indicate 
a strongly rising trend in vehicle use of 
Lansing’s downtown streets. This coupled 
with the fact that Washington Avenue 
shall be closed for several blocks north 
from Michigan Avenue, it is essential] 
that the off-street parking development 
program be accelerated. It is also strongly 
possible that a major portion of the width 
of Washington Avenue south of Michigan 
ma also be converted into a pedestrian 
mall, 


When such changes take place the 
traffic displaced will have to use such 
north-south streets as Grand and Capitol 
Avenues, and some of the downtown cross 
streets will also have to carry heavier 
traffic loads. This will eventually necessit- 
ate the removal of many on-street metered 
parking spaces which presently handle an 
average of slightly more than 4 times as 
many vehicles as are patronizing off-street 
spaces. This means that for every 100 
curb spaces removed, 400 or more off- 


street spaces shall have to be established. 

On Friday afternoon, March 19, I plan 
to meet with the financial consultant Paul 
V. Speer in his Chicago offices to explore 
further the economics and the financial 
ability of a garage development program 
as outlined herein. You shall be advised 
as to the result of this meeting. 


We sincerely trust that this advance sum- 
mary of a part of our “eurrent-survey”’ 
report will facilitate the workings and 
considerations of you gentlemen, your 
Council Committee on Public Safety and 
the city’s newly appointed ‘Financial Con- 
sultant for Parking.

On February 8, 1965, page 120 of the 
Council Proceedings, a resolution by the 
Committee of The Whole, entered the City 
into a contract with Manson-Jackson and 
Kane, for services in connection with the 
proposed parking ramp on City Lot No. 
1. Mr. Manson is also a City officer and I 
find no evidence that he complied with 
Section 14.4 of the City Charter. The 
Council, myself included, let this contract 
to Manson, Jackson and Kane without a 
sealed bid process. 


I therefore pose these questions: 


1. Isn’t the Manson-Jackson and Kane 
contract as illegal as the Christman 
Contract under Section 14.4 of the 
City Charter? 


2. Isn’t the City Council itself as guilty 
of Charter Violation in letting this 
Manson-Jackson and Kane contract as 
the resolution by the Public Service 
Committee indicated the Public Service 
Board was in recommending the Christ- 
man contract? 


I believe we on the City Council must 
base our decisions and judgments using 
the same yardstick of measurement for 
all. How many of the City officers (elected 
and appointed) or the places they work 
for, are doing business with the City? 
I know of a few cases. Let’s examine the 
whole record before we spotlight any more 
individual concerns or contracts and set 
our own house in order.

knowledgeable and outstanding members 
this Board has ever had and his honesty 
and integrity are beyond reproach, 


It is regrettable that the chairman and 
other members of the Public Service and 
Highway Committee of the City Council 
in their resolution implied that there was 
something dishonest about this Board 
making a recommendation to the City 
Council that the Christman Company bid 
be accepted. (They were the lowest bidder 
by $47,000.00.) 


But since serving on this Board, nothing 
that Council Committee does, surprises us. 


It is unfortunate for the taxpayers that 
this Committee does not act as quickly on 
other recommendations as they did on this 
one. This recommendation was made by 
the Board of Public Service on March 3, 
1965 and they (the Council) approved it 
on March 8, 1965. The questions that 
should be asked: Why did the City Coun- 
cil—sitting with the City Attorney, all paid 
employees, having worked with the City 
Charter for four years and more—approve 
the contract for Christman Company if 
there were “reasons unknown and difficult 
to understand by the Committee?” 


We wish to repeat that the taxpayers 
are the losers when they lost the free 
services of Art Faggion. 


We would hope now that the Council 
has become so conscientious concerning 
conflicts of interest, they would check to 
see if there was a conflict of interest when 
the City bought flowers from one of the 
Councilman, Miss Belen; was there a con- 
flict of interest when Mr. Milks, who is 
chairman of the Public Service and High- 
way Committee of the Council (and sup- 
posed to be working for the best interest 
of the City), was doing appraisal work 
for the State of Michigan on the US-127 
relocation. How can you argue with your 
boss? If there was a conflict of interest 
when one of the councilman was chairman 
of the Urban Redevelopment Project—Mr. 
Milks—and his father owned property in 
the Urban Redevelopment Area? If there 
was a conflict of interest when the City 
bought Oldsmobiles (without competitive 
bidding) when one of the Council mem- 
bers—Mr. Perrin—is a stockholder and an 
executive of General Motors. 


Also, where does the conflict of interest 
line lie? Where do you draw the line? 


We request an attorney’s opinion con- 
cerning other City officials: Councilman 
Belen, City purchased flowers from her 
shop; Councilman Milks, conflict of inter- 
est arising from work with the State of 
Michigan and City of Lansing at the 
same time; also, Councilman Milks, Urban 
Redevelopment conflict of interest when 
family-owned property in the Redevelop- 
ment Area; Councilman Perrin, City pur- 
chased Oldsmobiles when he is an executive 
of Oldsmobile; Otto Kern, employee and 
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shareholder of General Motors; Keith Ald- 
rich, automotive parts sales to City of 
Lansing; Charles Mason, lumber sales to 
City of Lansing, and Mrs. Blake, real estate 
transactions affecting City. There are prob- 
ably other individuals on City boards who 
also should be added to this list. 


In light of the foregoing, we would 
recommend that Mr. Faggion’s resignation 
not be accepted and that if it is required 
by the City Council, that councilmen hav- 
ing conflicts of interest also resign from 
their elected positions.

It is surprising and disappointing to me 
that the members of Lansing’s Public Ser- 
vice Board have acted in such a childish 
and irresponsible way to the recent ques- 
tion of charter violation in the letting of 
a major contract. 


In fact, they remind me of the little boy 
who, when caught with his hand in the 
cookie jar, tempermentally kicks out in all 
directions either to defend his improper 
position or to divert attention. 


This matter of charter violation by a 
member of this board is a patent one and 
was raised by a responsible member of 
Lansing’s contracting community. Once 
questioned, the responsibility of our com- 
mittee and the Council was clearly to re- 
secind the approval and follow the direc- 
tions specifically set forth in the City 
Charter. 


The “red herring’ of any possible con- 
flict on my part would be ludicrous if it 
were not so malicious. 


My father’s ownership of property in 
the renewal area (he has had it since 
1937!) has been a matter of written public 
record filed with both the City of Lansing 
and the Federal Government since the 
beginning of the project. In fact when 
questioned by Senator Phillip Hart, the 
Regional Director of Urban Renewal A. 
Dean Swartzel answered as follows: 


“The only known parcel in the Project 
where any employee or officers of the City 
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is known to have a direct or indirect in- 
terest is in Parcel 5-16. Malcolm L. Milks, 
Jr., City Councilman, who is also the chair- 
man of the Urban Renewal Committee, is 
the son of the owner, Malcolm H. Milks, 
Sr. The property was purchased by the 
owner on January 9, 1945, and had been 
nee lease with option to purchase since 
1938.”’ 


As for the question of my appraisal 
activity, in addition to the professional 
standing and Code of Ethics under which 
contract fee appraisers operate, there is 
no connection between the City of Lansing 
and the appraisal section of the Michigan 
State Highway Department. (In fact, my 
work on US-127 was entirely outside the 
City Limits of Lansing!) 


The successful fight waged by the City 
and led by myself to save the trees on 
Jefferson street should be adequate proof 
to all that I have never failed to speak 
up to the Highway Department or anyone 
else in behalf and in the best interest of 
Lansing and all its citizens. Our current 
demand that the Clare street area be 
better served by access to and from the 
new I-496 is another case in point. 


It is indeed unfortunate that Mr. Fag- 
gion, one of the better qualified members 
of the Public Service Board, has seen fit 
to hastily submit his resignation from the 
board, and I hope that it will not be ac- 
cepted. The matter of complying with the 
City Charter, however, is one that he and 
the other members of the board as well as 
the Mayor and Councilmen must follow. 
It is my hope that the contract may still 
be let, through compliance with charter 
provisions, to the successful, qualified, low 
bidders, should this be determined to in- 
deed be in the best interest of the City of 
Lansing.

CIVIC CENTER OFFICE BUILDING PARKING LOT 


It shall be unlawful for any person to park any motor vehicle on any of the lands 
adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building and the south side of the 
civic center auditorium on the northeast corner of West Washtenaw Street and South Pine 
Street except as hereinafter provided, without first obtaining a permit to so park issued by 
the civic center board of the City of Lansing. 

The civic center board is hereby authorized to regulate and control the parking of motor 
vehicles on the lands adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building and the 
south side of the civic center auditorium on the northeast corner of West Washtenaw Street 
and South Pine Street and they may set aside such spaces as they may deem necessary for 
the use of persons renting space in the civie center office building and allot space therefor. 
The civic center board is hereby authorized to refuse permission to any person to park on 
the lands at any time they may deem necessary or advisable. They may also set aside such 
spaces as they deem necessary for the use of the public, the same to be designated by signs. 

Any vehicle parked on the lands adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building 
and the south side of the civic center auditorium in violation of the regulations set up by 
the civic center board may, without notification to the owner or operator of said vehicle, 
be ordered towed away and impounded by the manager of the civic center building at the 
expense of the vehicle owner or operator, or a summons for parking in a prohibited area 
without a permit may be issued by the police department.

Yet 
these same people fail in their responsibili- 
ties when they neglect to run or assist 
individuals to seek election. 


My parallel to the last four years is the 
same as a football team. You must have 
a good coach that can communicate and 
work with the players and alumni to have 
a good sound team. This we have not had. 
A typical example is the new proposed 
Mayor’s budget. I know the taxpayers of 
this city are not dumb. Why try and pull 
the wool over their eyes by saying there 
is a tax cut and then slap them in the 
face by raising their assessments. This 
to me is a bunch of deception. 


In my opinion the next mayor and the 
next council should work on the assess- 
ments and city expenditures, lower them, 
and if that happens, then lower the tax 
rate. This method would be realistic and 
not just talk. I hope this can be imple- 
mented as quickly as possible. 


Lansing can grow and is a dynamic city 
but it is like a child—it must have the

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


Members of the City Council 
and Citizens of Lansing: 


This room is no stranger to me. I 
served here more than six years as a City 
Councilman. But this is the first time I 
have sat as Mayor in this chair, and I 
would be less than honest if I did not say 
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that I am happy—and proud—to have been 
given this opportunity to serve my city. 


When I was elected to the City Council 
in 1955, Lansing’s population was about 
96,000. Today it is more than 122,000 and 
this is only the beginning. Lansing is 
about to embark on the greatest period 
of growth and expansion we have ever seen. 
It is reliably predicted that Lansing will 
be the second largest city in Michigan by 
1980—only 15 years from now! 


When I was learning to drive an automo- 
bile, my mother, who taught me, kept tell- 
ing me to “think ahead of the car. . 
you can’t turn that corner unless you are 
prepared to turn when you get there.” 


The same applies to us in Lansing to- 
day. If we are to channel this predicted 
growth of our city properly for an orderly 
and well-planned community, we must lay 
the ground work now, in other words, we 
must think ahead of the car! 


It is with this type of preparation in 
mind that I urge all possible speed in the 
adoption of a new zoning ordinance to 
implement our 1961 Master Plan. 


At the same time, I think the report of 
the accounting firm of Lyman, Ross 
Brothers and Montgomery is worthy of 
our serious and thoughtful attention for we 
must correct the grave problems apparent 
in our city finance division. 


Last January I suggested that the posi- 
tions of Director of Finance and City Con- 
troller be separated. Our City Charter 
provides for such a change through the 
adoption of an appropriate ordinance. I 
note that the aforementioned report makes 
a similar recommendation. 


It appears to me that this is the appro- 
priate time to recommend such an ordi- 
nance, and I ask the City Council to give 
this matter its serious consideration. 


There are, of course, many other items 
of municipal concern deserving of discus- 
sion here. However, in the interest of 
brevity, I shall fore-go any lengthy elabora- 
tion of my views at this time. 


I would like to say, however, that I shall 
welcome the opportunity to meet with the 
Council Committee of The Whole, at its 
invitation to review the proposed 1965-66 
city budget. 


As Mayor, I shall be in regular attend- 
ance at the weekly Council Committee of 
The Whole meetings, along with my Ad- 
ministrative Assistant. I feel this action 
is vital if we are to be fully informed on 
the current problems facing our city and 
the solutions to those problems, which are 
being considered. 


I will, as an ex-officio member of all 
council committees, be interested in all 
commitee meetings of the ‘City Council, 
and I hope the members of the council will 
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feel free to bring any pertinent matters 
to my attention. 


I propose to re-establish the policy of 
holding periodic joint meetings of the 
Mayor, City Council, and City Boards. In 
this manner there can be no problem which 
does not receive the full attention of the 
various divisions of our city government. 


I solicit the assistance and support of 
all Lansing governmental officers and em- 
ployees in carrying out the policies of our 
government. Your advice and counsel will 
be appreciated, whether you be a depart- 
ment head or an hourly employee. 


I pledge that we in city government 
working together, will face squarely the 
problems of today and meet the challenges 
Lansing’s future will surely hold.

PRELIMINARY REPORT 
CITIZEN’S TASK FORCE FOR 
MUNICIPAL EFFICIENCY 


David L. Froh—Chairman, Dwight H.

We the members of the Citizen’s Task 
Force, formed by the Lansing City Coun- 
cil in December of 1964, have refrained 
from making any report to the Council 
until this time because of our desire to 
maintain a position above political mat- 
ters incident to the recent City elections. 


In making this preliminary report, we 
must first state that there are indeed prob- 
lems facing our city that seriously reduce 
efficiency of government. Many of these 
problems, particularly in the Finance De- 
partment were well described and defined 
by the report of the management consult- 
ing firm of Lybrand, Ross Brothers and 
Montgomery. 


We have been meeting since early in Jan- 
uary on a twice weekly basis, and have 
interviewed and consulted with a con- 
siderable number of people including many 
Department Heads of the City, and others 
either directly or indirectly connected with 
City Government, present and past. We 
have also acted in consultation with mem- 
bers of the Lybrand firm during the course 
of their investigation. We are now able 
to make certain observations. 


The basic underlying cause of our pre- 
sent difficult position in operating City 
Government efficiently is a problem of ad- 
ministration and organization. This prob- 
lem demonstrates itself clearly in the lack 
of administrative coordination between the 
various City Departments and the lack of 
clear lines of authority between the Mayor, 
City Council, Appointed Boards and Heads 
of Departments. With some _ exceptions, 
coordination and cooperation between De- 
partments has been non-existent. While 
there is a varying degree of competency 
among those who head these departments, 
some Department Heads seem to have 
been able to establish their own lines of 
authority; others tend generally to be 
frustrated, waiting for direction which 
has not been given. This breakdown in 
administrative functioning is due in part 
to poor organizational structures. The 
entire City Governmental organization suf- 
fers in these areas, not just the Depart- 
ments that have received the most critical 
attention. 


It is however, pertinent to point out that 
people of high purpose and well developed 
skills can conceivably operate city govern-

ment satisfactorily with a poor organiza- 
tional structure; while the best such struc- 
ture cannot function with any degree of 
efficiency when subjected to personnel with 
little or no skill and a lack of a spirit of 
cooperation, 


Some basic needs of the City are: 


1. Primary authority of administration 
resting in one office (probably the Mayor 
with his Administrative Assistant within 
the present Charter and Ordinance pro- 
vision) holding regular weekly ‘‘cabinet 
meetings” to deal in a realistic way with 
interdepartmental relationships and work 
toward established common goals. We 
must in this way, minimize personality 
eonflict and create a spirit of cooperation 
among Department Heads. We find too, 
that the present organizational structure 
of the City is poorly understood. It would 
be beneficial to prepare Organization 
Charts and Flow Charts for the city and 
its various departments, along with well 
defined and meaningful job descriptions 
at all levels. All appointed officials must 
possess necessary qualifications, back- 
ground, and experience for administrative 
service. Also, serious attention must be 
given to the role of Appointed Boards. 


2. Until such time that it may be pos- 
sible to strengthen our organizational stru- 
tures and obtain the benefit of clear lines 
of authority, immediate remedial action 
and stop-gap measures should be applied 
to terminate malfunctions in the Finance 
Department of the City. Within the next 
few days the final portion of the Lybrand 
Report will be forthcoming. The Task 
Force recommends that the basics of this 
“fix-it”? aspect of the report be imple- 
mented. If the Council desires, we will 
review these recommendations and give 
them our evaluation. 


3. To obtain the services of qualified De- 
partment Heads and to retain such person- 
nel where we have them, we recommend 
an evaluation of salary and wage struc- 
tures. To administer a city of over 120,000 
citizens is so complex a task that it de- 
mands the services of well qualified and 
experienced top management people. We 
fear that our present salaries do not keep 
our recruitment of such people competitive 
with other institutions. In this regard, 
we also feel that there is a definite need 
for a modern merit system for all city 
employees. 


4. Finally, as this report points out, it 
has become quite obvious to us that a 
good, modern, well structured city organi- 
zation must be created. It appears that 
to accomplish this, there must be a careful 
study of the existing City Charter and 
Ordinances with a view toward this end.

Dear Mayor Murninghan and Councilmen: 


The Human Relations Committee has 
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spent many months studying the housing 
needs of our low-income citizens. 


The Committee met with the City Coun- 
cil on December 14, 1964 to make our find- 
ings known. We informed the Council at 
that time, that insanitary and unsafe in- 
habited dwelling accommodations existed 
in the City of Lansing; that there was 
a shortage of safe and sanitary dwelling 
accommodations available to persons who 
lack the amount of income which is neces- 
sary to enable them to, without financial 
assistance, live in decent safe and sanitary 
dwellings without overcrowding. We then 
recommended that it was in the public 
interest that a Housing Commission be 
established. 


Due to the increasing urgency of a 
solution and the election of a new Mayor 
and Council members, the Human Rela- 
tions Committee is restating this recom- 
mendation. 


The target date for the land to be cleared 
between Clare to River Street is August 
of 1966, some 16 months away. 


If a Housing Commission were estab- 
lished, a preliminary loan contract could 
be executed between the Public Housing 
Authority and the Local Housing Commis- 
sion to provide for funds with which the 
Commission may hire an architect and 
proceed with preliminary planning of a 
project, including site selection and mar- 
ket surveys. 


The Human Relations Committee is 
aware of some new developments in Fed- 
eral Housing being proposed in Congress. 
Housing Officials have informed us that 
this bill is in committee and will probably 
be altered and that any new programs 
adopted will take time (about one year) 
- set up the machinery to implement 

em. 


The Committee is also aware that the 
Public Housing funds are tied up in this 
bill, but there may be some emergency 
funds available. 


As the designated Housing Committee 
under the “‘Workable Program,” the Hu- 
man Relations Committee is concerned that 
the objectives of this program be met. 


To qualify for Federal assistance such 
as Urban Renewal and the FHA 221(d)8 
program, each year it is necessary to 
recertify the ‘‘Workable Program.” There 
are seven basic elements that make up a 
“Workable Program.”’ 


1. Codes and Ordinances 


There must be codes and ordinances to 
stop deterioration. 


2. Comprehensive Community Plan 


A written and graphic statement of 
the objectives of the city. 
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38. Neighborhood Analysis 


The purpose is to provide the basis 
for an action program geared to the 
amount of treatment a neighborhood 
requires. 


4. Administrative Organization 


Adequate administrative framework. 


5. Financing 


The city must show it is prepared to 
spend sums sufficient to undertake the 
program, 


6. Housing for Displaced Families 


The PFCI (Workable Program) con- 
siders the four basic reasons that fam- 
ilies are forced to relocate: Code en- 
forcement, acquisition of their property 
for public use, urban renewal, and 
highway construction. It is a Federal 
requirement that safe, decent, and sani- 
tary housing be made available to re- 
located families. 


7. Citizen Participation 


Two committees are required. A 
city-wide committee of citizens repre- 
senting a cross section of the com- 
munity. The other is a sub-committee 
responsible for assisting in solving 
minority group housing problems. (The 
Human Relations Committee has been 
designated as this Housing committee.) 


The Human Relations Committee feels 
that with the present concern of the Mayor 
and Councilmen, and under their leader- 
ship, the City of Lansing will solve the 
many problems of our changing city.

New equipment and capital improve- 
ments individually classified as under the 
$5,000 level amount to $380,900 and 
$1,326,044 has been provided for Debt 
Services. A modern disaster warning sys- 
tem at a cost of $63,000 has been provided 
for. The budget includes provisions for 
a third Municipal Judge and a third City 
Attorney to expedite judicial and legal re- 
sponsibilities of the City. Recognition is 
given to continuing commitments for the 
City’s share of the State Capitol develop- 
ment area and Metropolitan Development 
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area costs in the combined amount of 
$400,000. Parks development and improve- 
ments in the amount of $167,000 including 
the new River Front Park are also pro- 
vided for. Local street improvements con- 
centrating on realignments and the recap- 
ping of surfaces are on a continuing pro- 
gram calling for a $50,000 expenditure in 
this budget. 


The budget includes provisions for a 
general four percent classified personnel 
wage and salary increase; for continuation 
of the City’s paid group life insurance 
program and for the adoption of a City 
paid full family Blue Cross—Blue Shield, 
hospital—medical insurance program under 
the existing benefits and eligibility pro- 
visions; and for the strengthening of the 
Public Safety services by the addition of 
forty-two positions in the fire department 
and the addition of fifteen positions in the 
police department. Other personnel pro- 
gram improvements include the upgrading 
of Custodians, Secretaries and Inspectional 
personnel to reestablish equity. As partial 
recognition of loyal service to the com- 
munity, funds are included in the budget 
for an employee service awards banquet 
program which, it is felt, will become an 
annual event. 


The Committee of The Whole has reached 
a consensus regarding the realistic and 
responsible progress for the City which this 
budget reflects.

Within the subject sewer contract the 
sewer contractor is required to reconstruct 
Northrup west of Washington Avenue to 
a 46-foot graded roadway and a 30-foot 
gravel road surface. This cannot be ac- 
complished across the first two proper- 
ties west of Washington, namely, the Hunt 
and LaCourse properties. The fact that 
there exists only a half-width roadway 
here was brought into attention whenever 
the above-named property owners obtained 
an injunction against the City. The City 
obtained a release of the injunction in 
December with certain stipulations strictly 
adhered to. This creates a very impractical 
situation because this length of roadway 
cannot be completed, including some of 
the catchbasin drainage facilities. Now, 
while the contractor is on the site, the 
roadway could be completed without any 
or possibly a small cost to the City. 


There have been no apparent damages 
to the property. There is a garage and 
fence existing within this area to be ac- 
quired but the condition of both is of a 
nature that the cost should be very reason- 
able. The garage has no concrete floor and 
the fence is an old, three ft. wire type. If 
this property is not acquired, we will then 
have to pay the contractor to restore the 
full 33-foot width to a lawnlike condition.

When Pine Street was made a one-way 
street going north, the School Crossing 


Guard on the corner of Pine and Kalama- 
zoo Streets was discontinued as it was not 
needed, 


With the change in the traffic flow from 
north to south, however, this intersection 
has not only received an increase in traffic, 
but now has a great amount of turning 
movements off Kalamazoo south onto Pine. 
We have had several near misses. 


There are over 500 youngsters from Kal- 
amazoo Street School crossing this inter- 
section. As a result of a conference with 
Mr. Ben McComb, we believe that place- 
ment of a School Crossing Guard back at 
the intersection of Lenawee and Pine 
Streets will allow the school to split these 
500 children, sending half out the back of 
the school] to Lenawee, thus cutting greatly 
the pedestrian load at Kalamazoo and Pine. 


I strongly recommend that appropriations 
be made for this additional man.

In _ short, 
the measure provides homestead tax ex- 
emption to the amount of $2,500.00 of 
state equalized valuation for certain per- 
sons of the age of 65 years, or over.

I—On Monday afternoon, May 3, 1965 
at approximately 4:30 p.m., Leon Maffett, 
a fellow employee of the Civic Center ap- 
proached me in the Civic Center and 
warned me that I would have to answer 
to him in the future and that if I did not 
join the Union that they had unpleasant 
ways and means of making me wish that 
I had.

II—-On Tuesday night, May 4, 1965, at 
approximately 2:00 a.m., I received a 
telephone call at my home 3008 Cabot 
Drive.

Recent final repair of utility cuts in the 
traveled portion of City streets has con- 
fused, endangered and delayed vehicular 
traffic on several major streets. We have 
waged a long and determined battle to get 
utility companies to plate, whenever 
practicable, utility cuts in the streets. The 
utility companies have been very coopera- 
tive. When this is done vehicles can pass 
over these steel plates without too much 
difficulty, 


The procedure on normal utility cuts re- 
quires the utility company to back fill the 
hole and put blacktop or cold patch on the 
surface, After the fill has settled the City 
reexcavates these cuts to a depth that 
permits pouring a sub base of concrete up 
to a few inches of the surface. While this 
concrete is setting up barricades and flares 
are placed to keep vehicles out of the hole. 
These holes are invariably in the traffic 
lane or lanes and prevent the use of the 
lane or lanes by vehicles when barricaded. 
At times! they set up quite an obstacle 
course with many unexpected maneuvers 
being required. During storms and high 
winds the barricades blow over and the 
flares go out. 


The Traffic Board recommends that City 
Council take emergency action to compel 
all agencies involved in street excavation 
work to plate these excavations whenever 
practicable and to do so to allow vehicles 
to move over these plates when work is 
not in progress. The Board also recom- 
mends that an ordinance be prepared and 
adopted to give legal effect to this proposal.

Subject: Tri-County Planning status 
report 


Gentlemen: 


At the regular meeting on May 25, 1965, 
Mr. Trout of this office attended the Tri- 
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County Regional Planning Technical Com- 
mittee meeting. Five general items were 
discussed. 


The report, “Alternatives for Growth,” 
was reviewed in particular as it delineates 
the five possible growth schemes. A citi- 
zens’ committee has already reduced their 
recommendations down to three schemes, 
namely, a centralized city, a corridor de- 
velopment and a combination satellite and 
domitory-type city. The Technical Com- 
mittee passed a resolution concurring with 
the citizens’ committee and that same be 
recommended to the Policy Committee. 


There is general disagreement between 
the Planning Commissions of East Lansing 
and Meridian Township and Ingham County 
Road Commission for the reconstruction 
of Lake Lansing Road at the “dog leg 
corners” in the vicinity of Towar Gardens. 
It appears the Ingham County Road Com- 
mission will proceed with the widening 
of Lake Lansing Road through these cor- 
ners from M-78 westerly 114-mile distance 
this construction season without any ma- 
jor realignment. This discussion focused 
on another point of concern to the City of 
Lansing and that being what solution and 
route will be planned for development by 
the City for tying North Larch Street with 
Lake Lansing Road. This connecting 
length of street is in the present 6-year 
plan but has not been approved and there 
appears to be varied ideas among Traffic, 
Planning and Public Service Departments. 
Also, in view of this and the fact that 
Michigan State Highway Department is 
vitally interested in this matter, it is 
suggested that this joint meeting involving 
the three departments and the Mayor be 
scheduled as soon as possible. The streets 
and highway inventory data sheets have 
been coded and are now sent out for key 
punching. 


A report on the progress of the trans- 
portation plan was presented. The home 
bus, truck, taxi cab interviews are pro- 
gressing slightly ahead of schedule and co- 
operation has been excellent. Upon com- 
pletion of the transportation study expected 
the early part of next year, the implementa- 
tion of Act 195, Public Acts of 1955 re- 
gards the establishment of an inter-county 
highway commission was discussed. The 
Technical Committee referred this to the 
three County Road Commission to study 
for their support of same. 


The subject of solid waste disposal was 
discussed. The City of East Lansing has 
expressed its interest both to the Tri-County 
Planning Commission and the City of 
Lansing for the consideration of a Metro- 
politan Solid Waste Disposal Authority. I 
reported to the committee that the City 
of Lansing has this matter under study 
and same is presenly before the Mayor and 
City Council for such determinations per- 
tinent to any formal report to this com- 
mission. It appears that other surrounding 
governmental agencies have more critical 
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problems for waste disposal than the City 
of Lansing.

part thereof, with cement, stone, brick 
plank or other material; to provide for the 
construction of sidewalks and crosswalks; 
and to cause any lots, blocks or lands 
within the City on which or any part of 
which, water shall stand and become stag- 
nant to be raised, filled or drained. 


Whenever the City Council shall order 
any improvements that are mentioned in 
this section, or any section of this article 
(except the construction or repair of side- 
walks) and do not determine by resolution 
that the whole or some portion of the ex- 
pense of any such improvement shall] be 
defrayed by the City or Ward, then such 
expense shall be assessed and levied upon 
the lots, premises and subdivisions thereof 
which are in front of or adjoining such 
street, sidewalk or other improvement, that 
may be ordered by the City Council, or 
upon the lots, blocks or lands which may 
be in whole or in part filled or drained. 


The tax may be and remain a lien upon 
the lands, and if not paid the land may be 
sold therefor, in the same manner as pro- 
vided for ordinary city taxes. Provided, 
where the grade of a street or sidewalk 
shall have been heretofore or shall here- 
after be established, and improvements 
shall thereafter be made by the owner or 
occupant of adjacent property in con- 
formity thereto. Such grade shall not be 
changed without compensation to the owner 
for all damages to such property resulting 
therefrom, to be ascertained by agree- 
ment or by a jury.

Honorable Mayor Max E. Murninghan 
and Members of the City Council 
Gentlemen : 


At your request a review has been com- 
pleted of the procedure for Special Assess- 
ment Roll No. 10 serving Ballard Road 
with sanitary sewer from 204 feet South 
of Risdale to Reo Road. 


Questions raised by the benefitting prop- 
erty owners and answers follow: 


1. The great difference between’ original 
and final cost for this sewer can best be 
answered that the original plans did not 
include stub-ins. In the interim between 
hearing of estimated cost and advertising 
for bids the City Ordinance was revised 
by adding Sec. 28-56, paragraph 2, requir- 
ing all service connections to be stubbed 
to the lot line. The original estimated 
tota] assessed cost as submitted Septem- 
ber 238, 1968, was $3416.70. The actual 
cost based on the contract with stubs 
included is $4670.01. The increase of 
$1253.31 exceeds the charter 25% limita- 
tion (Chapter 10, Sec. 10.3 (a)) by 11.68% 
thus requiring the additional hearing 
(Public Improvement V) held May 24, 
1965. 


2. Disparity in number of stub-ins: Mr. 
Lindon Keith of 4515 Ballard Road advised 
that there were 13 stub-ins installed in- 
stead of 11 and that they were paying 
$1225 for 13 actual installations. Actually 
15 stub-ins were installed as disclosed by 
further checks with the contractor and 
inspector. One stub was requested by an 
owner at 4422 Ballard and arrangements 
were made directly with the contractor in 
the field for this extra stub. 14 stubs at 
$87.50 equals $1225; the amount bid by 
the contractor. Additions and deletions 
have been made to correct this error on 
the revised roll. Cost per stub-in has been 
reduced from $111.37 to $87.50 by the 
addition of 3 more connections. 


3. The actual lineal cost for stubs 
($3.50) was compared with the lineal cost 
of 8-inch sewer in the street: Cost of the 
sewer in the street is actually $5.52 per 
lineal foot shared 1/6 by the City and 
5/12 each by owners on each side of the 
street. Costs for stubs are additionally 
high because contractors must move equip- 
ment with caution when working in c!ose 
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to permanent landscaping, etc. Also equip- 
ment must be moved for each 25 foot 
stub. 


4.A question regarding responsibility of 
owner who sells off a portion of his prop- 
erty which has a special assessment lien 
can be answered by stating the lien goes 
with the land, but sales transactions are 
usually thoroughly checked to insure the 
obligations are all paid prior to closing a 
real estate transaction. 


The total cost per benefit for this proj- 
ect including stub-ins is $220.00. This 
price is among the lowest in cost per bene- 
fit in recent years. 


During the time while this project was 
being prepared, procedural changes in the 
timetable for special assessments were 
installed. This roll actually fell under both 
systems. Starting with the hearing of 
necessity which has since been combined 
with the hearing of cost, (based on lowest 
bid), up thru hearing of estimated cost 
(Oct. 21, 19638, C.P. Pg. 1040), Construc- 
tion of Sewers and Drains III and includ- 
ing “Public Improvement IV” (Feb. 24, 
1964), confirming the roll and authorizing 
collection based on estimated cost, the 
former schedule was maintained. Public 
Improvement V authorized refunds and 
additional billing based on difference be- 
tween original and supplementary roll 
incorporates the new procedure. 


Attached is a map of the area served by 
this sewer showing original stub-ins pro- 
posed and actual revisions.

10 weeks ago on March 29th, Mr. Bower- 
man, the former Mayor, submitted for 
Council approval, the names of five (5) 
people to be appointed to the Housing Com- 
mittee. They were referred to the City 
Council’s Committee of The Whole. 
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6 weeks ago on April 26th, Mayor Murn- 
inghan, the newly elected Mayor, ap- 
pointed a ten (10) member Housing Com- 
mittee and they were given an immediate 
unanimous approval by the ouncil.

Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new article to be 
numbered I to a chapter, which chapter 
shall be numbered 10A and by adding sec- 
tions numbered 10A-1 through 10A-6, in- 
clusive, to read as follows:

See. 10A-1. Office of Associate Munici- 
pal Judge. Under authority of and sub- 
ject to Act 109, P.A. 1947, the office of 
Associate Municipal Judge is hereby cre- 
ated. 


Sec. 10A-2. Definitions. 


(a) When used in this Article the word 
‘Associate’ shall be construed to mean 
“Associate Judge” and the word “Judge’’ 
when used shall be construed to mean a 
judge who is elected or appointed under 
authority of Chapter 12 of the City Char- 
ter. 


(b) The Associate is hereby defined as 
the office of Associate Judge as defined in 
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Act 109, P.A. 1947, but the person occupy- 
ing such office under this Article shall be 
and is hereby required to devote his full 
time to work of the Municipal Court of 
the City of Lansing. 


Sec. 10A-38. Qualifications and Election. 
The Associate shall possess all the qualifi- 
cations of and shall be elected in the same 
manner and for the same term and shall 
have the same jurisdiction and powers as 
the Judge in this city, and shall take the 
same oath of office and file the same bond 
or bonds. In the first instance, the Asso- 
ciate shall be appointed by the Council, 
as required by Act 109, P.A. 1947, and 
shall serve for a term commencing upon 
his being duly covered by the necessary 
official bonds and taking the required oath 
of office, and ending on the first day of 
January of the year, 1967. 


Sec. 10A-4. Compensation of Associate. 
The compensation of the Associate shall 
be $14,500.00 per year, and shall be pro- 
rated and paid bi-weekly for the period 
during which he shall serve in such office, 
under the provisions of this Article. 


Sec. 10A-5. Election of Associate, Term 
of Office. The first Associate to be elected 
under authority of this Article shall be 
elected at the first general election held 
in the City, being that held on November 
8th in the year 1966, and shall qualify for 
and assume such office on the following 
first day of January, 1967, for a term of 
office ending on the fourth day of July, 
1969. Beginning in 1969, the Associate 
shall be elected at regular city elections 
for terms of six years, commencing on 
the fourth day of July following their 
election. 


Sec. 10A-6. Functions and Duties of 
Associate. The functions and duties of 
the Associate shall be those set forth in 
Act 109, P.A. 1947, as amended, and Chap- 
ter 12 of the City Charter and he shall 
be subject to the established rules and 
disciplines of the Municipal Court of the 
City of Lansing, except as provided in 
Act 109, P.A. 1947, as amended. 


Sec. 2. All ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

(Retirement) 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING

If his re-employ- 
ment occurs within a period of four years 
from and after the date of his last separa- 
tion from city employment his credited 
service last forfeited by him shall be re- 
stored to his credit, subject to section 
26-34, subsection (e). In the event a 
member becomes a retirant HE SHALL 
THEREUPON CEASE TO BE A MEM- 
BER AND HE SHALL NOT AGAIN BE- 
COME A MEMBER UNLESS OTHER- 
WISE PROVIDED IN THIS CHAPTER. 
IN THE EVENT. A MEMBER dies he shall 
thereupon cease to be a member. 


(B) IN THE EVENT A RETIRANT, 
WHO RETIRED UNDER SECTION 26-21, 
RETURNS TO THE EMPLOY OF THE 
CITY, THE FOLLOWING CONDITIONS 
SHALL APPLY: 


(1) HE SHALL AGAIN BECOME A 
MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYS-

OF RETIRANT. 


(2) DURING THE PERIOD OF HIS 
RE-EMPLOYMENT BY THE CITY PAY-

HIS SUBSEQUENT SEPARATION FROM 
CITY EMPLOYMENT PAYMENT OF HIS

At your meeting of July 6, 1965, you 
requested my opinion on the specific ques- 
tion of whether or not all public hearings 
legally required for your approval of two 
matters then before you had been held. 
These two matters were (1) the CROSS- 
ROAD TREATMENT RESOLUTION FOR 
LIMITED ACCESS HIGHWAY IMPROVE- 
MENT J-496 and (2) the resolution respect- 
ing the proposed FINANCIAL AGREE- 
MENT FOR INTERSTATE ROUTE 496 
WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING. My 
findings and opinion are as follows: 


First, Section 128 of Title 23 of the 
United States Code imposes upon the Michi- 
gan State Highway Department the duty 
to hold or afford the opporunity for public 
hearings in connection with Federal-aid 
and Interstate System highway projects as 
a prerequisite to federal approval. This 
section of the Federal Statutes reads as 
follows: 


(a) Any State highway department 
which submits plans for a _ Federal-aid 
highway project involving the bypassing 
of, or going through, any city, town, or 
village, either incorporated or unincor- 
porated, shall certify to the Secretary that 
it has had public hearings, or has afforded 
the opportunity for such hearings, and has 
considered the economic effects of such a 
location. Any State highway department 
which submits plans for an Interstate Sys- 
tem project shall certify to the Secretary 
that it has had public hearings at a con- 
venient location, or has afforded the op- 
portunity for such hearings, for the purpose 
of enabling persons in rural areas through 
or contiguous to whose property the high- 
way will pass to express any objections 
they may have to the proposed location 
of such highway.” 


**(b) When: hearings have been held un- 


der subsection (a), the State highway de- . 


partment shall submit a copy of the trans- 
cript of said hearings to the Secretary, to- 
gether with the certification.” 


My investigation, including consultation 
with officers of the Michigan State Highway 
Department, examination of documents in 
their possession and a review of relevant 
files of the State Journal, reveals (1) that, 
following public notice, public hearings 
were duly held pursuant to the above quoted 
sections of the Federal Statutes, on Thurs- 
day, March 19, 1964, in the auditorium of 
J. W. Sexton High School at Lansing, (2) 
that a transcript thereof was certified to 
the Federal government, and (3) that there- 
after the Federal government advised the 
Michigan State Highway Department that 
“the requirements of Section 128 of Title 
23, U. S. Code, have been complied with’’ 
and that the location of the project was 
approved. 
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Second, my research of the Constitution 
and Statutes of the State of Michigan and 
the Charter and Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, discloses no provision re- 
quiring the holding of public hearings by 
the City or the State as a prerequisite to 
your aproval of the two above matters. 

It is, therefore, my opinion that all pub- 
lic hearings legally required for your ap- 
proval of the above-described CROSSROAD 
TREATMENT RESOLUTION and resolu- 
tion respecting the FINANCING AGREE- 
WITHIN FOR INTERSTATE ROUTE 496 
WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING have 
been held.

In the first instance, such supervisor or 
supervisors shall be appointed as soon as 
possible after the population of any part 
of the city is entitled to representation or 
additional representation on any board of 
supervisors and shall serve until their 
ee are appointed and assume such 
office.

We, the members of the Citizen’s Task 
Force, for Municipal Efficiency, so formed 
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by action of the City Council on December 
16, 1964, now submit our final report. 


Attached herewith are our = specific 
recommendations. 


We have been meeting since our forma- 
tion, usually on a twice weekly basis. We 
have consulted with the firm of Lybrand, 
Ross Brothers, and Montgomery, met with 
many individuals either directly or in- 
directly connected with City government 
past and present, including most of the 
administrative heads of city departments, 
independent experts in the science of city 
government, and others able to make a 
contribution to the work assigned to us. 
The cooperation of all has been magnificent. 


We have found malfunctions in city 
government caused by poor administration 
and organization coupled with an extreme 
lack of cooperation among the administra- 
tive officials of the city. We note the 
several significant steps toward correcting 
problems of long standing are being taken 
by Mayor Murninghan with the support of 
the City Council, 


It is interesting to note that most of the 
members of the Task Force have attended 
all sessions; absence has been minimal. 


Nearly all motions have been adopted - 


unanimously. It has been a highly coopera- 
tive, smoothly working group. The hun- 
dreds of hours of effort from so many 
were freely given with a sincere hope that 
real improvements can be made in our 
governmental structure and administrative 
procedures. We are convinced beyond doubt 
that such improvements are _ urgently 
needed. 


We urge immediate adoption and im- 
plementation of these recommendations. 
This will be no easy task. It will require 
changes in our City Charter in several 
cases and we realize this to be an arduous 
and time consuming process. 


The Task Force wishes to acknowledge 
the valuable contribution to our efforts 
made by Mr, Ray W. Burgess, C.P.A. who 
resigned June 30, 1965. 


With these recommendations we now 
adjourn.

Confirming our meeting on Thursday, 
July 22, 1965, we wish to advise, per your 
request, regarding our proposed plant ex- 
pansion plans. 


We plan to complete, late this fall, a 
major improvement of our manufacturing 
process. This will involve the installation 
of pre-neutralizers, additional cooling and 
screening which will materially improve 
our product and eliminate the major por- 
tion of dust from it. In conjunction with 
the installation of this equipment, we are 
installing the latest dust collectors and 
fume elimination equipment. 


We have already met with State Depart- 
ment of Health officials on a preliminary 
basis and advised them of our detailed 
plans. Our engineers also plan to meet 
at an early date with the Chairman of 
the Air Pollution Board and the City Air 
Pollution Engineer and go over our plans 
for their suggestions and approval. The 
cost of dust and fume removal equipment, 
which we plan on installing, will exceed 
$100,000.00. This represents a large por- 
tion of the total capital expenditure. 


It is our intention to continue improving 
our over-all plant operations. We have in 
the past six (6) years, made substantial 
improvements and expended a large sum 
of money during this period in accomplish- 
ing these improvements.

I can assure you 
that our company intends to enthusiastically 
cooperate with the City Council, the Air 
Pollution Board, and the neighborhood sur- 
rounding our plant.

Since Motor Wheel Corporation’s pur- 
chase of the foundry, we have analyzed the 
entire operation and believe there are 
changes in cast iron formulation and foun- 
dry operation which should help the dis- 
charge problem. Furthermore, during our 
August shutdown, we will install a new, 
larger water main to the water wash sys- 
tem; this is expected to further control 
the amount of stack effluent.

CODE OF RULES REGULATING 
PLUMBING AND DRAINAGE 


Article IV Section 25 Cast-iron Joint— 


(A) Cast-iron joints shall be either calked, 
screw joints or approved neoprene 
gasket type joints made in the ap- 
proved manner. 


(B) Crock-to-iron Connections— 


Connections between vitrified pipe 
and cast-iron pipe shall be made by 
the use of either a hot poured or 
premolded bituminous or polyvinyl 
material ‘“‘Ferrco Joint Sealer’ or 
its equal. No cement or mortar 
joints shall be permitted. 


Article VI Section 57A Water Supply Pipe 
and Fittings Material — All water- 
supply pipes for a plumbing system 
shall be of lead, galvanized wrought- 
iron or steel, brass, copper, block tin, 
tinlined tubing, or cast-iron. Copper 
water pipe below ground shall be type 
K. A S T M designation B 88. Above 
ground, Type L copper pipe A S T M 
will be permitted. Type M _ copper 
pipe shall not be permitted. No pipe 
or fittings that have been used for 
other purposes shall be used for dis- 
tributing water. 


Article VI Section 58 Relief Valves — 
An approved temperature and pressure 
relief valve bearing underwriters la- 
bels with a temperature sensing ele- 
ment and test lever, self-closing auto- 
matic reseating type valve, shall be in- 
stalled in the upper six inches of the 
storage water tank on each water 
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heater. Capacity of the relief valve 
shall be in excess of the B.T.U. of 
the water heater input. No valve shall 
be allowed between the relief valve 
and the hot water tank. 


Article VII Section 65 Floor Drains and 
shower Drains—A floor drain or a 
shower drain shall be considered a 
fixture. Shower pans shall be installed 
on all showers above ground floor ex- 
cept precast shower recepters. Only 
4-pound sheet lead or saraloy 400 
shall be permitted for use in shower 
pan lining. 


Article X Section 100 Material— 


(C) The building sewer shall be of extra 
heavy cast-iron pipe or vitrified clay 
sewer pipe A S T M designation C-13, 
with premium joints of A S T M 
designation C-425, or transite pipe 
not less than four inches in diameter.

Please be advised that the Office of City 
Treasurer has processed 1219 special assess- 
ment payments for the months September, 
1964, through July 21, 1965. An additional 
700 payments are anticipated for process- 
ing on or before August 31, for a total of 
1919, based upon over 900 billings coming 
due by that date. This will be an increase 
of over 62% over the period from Septem- 
ber 1963, through August 1964, when 1194 
special assessment payments were handled. 
Compared to the years 1960-1961, when 
516 statements were processed, this is an 
increase of approximately 200%. 


Dollar-wise, this office has receipts of 
$303,076.02 for the period of September, 
1964 through July 21, 1965, compared to 
$701,184.18 for the period September 1963 
through August 1964, and $313,498.83 for 
the period of September 1960 through 
August 1961. 


The increased number of statements be- 
ing processed for substantially lower over- 
all receipts results basically from the ex- 
tended special assessment payment plan 
adopted by the City in late 1963 in an 
effort to aid property owners to meet 
necessary improvements. 


In general, the extended payment pro- 
gram has been in actual operation for 18 
months. Experience, thus far with the 
program, indicates need of a number of 
revisions—please be advised that the rec- 
ommended revisions will be presented with- 
in the next 60 days for your sincere con- 
sideration.

The Planning Board at its Special Meet- 
ing on July 20, 1965, adopted the following 
resolution: 


That suggested sites for low income 
housing be integrated with suggested 
sites for middle income housing. 
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In considering this resolution by John W. 
Houston, Sr., the following comments were 
considered : 


‘“‘At our June meeting, I proposed that 
resolution on Social Urban Renewal which 
means that physical and social develop- 
ment of a city which makes it a desirable 
place for all kinds of people, rich, poor, 
white, Negro, and all races, to live and 
raise their children. 


If we fully accept our role as a Planning 
Board—we can now play a major role in 
terminating racial and class segregation 
in our city. Especially since fighting pover- 
ty and discrimination has again become 
respectable. 


The Community Renewal Program under 
the advisement of the Federal government 
requires that we take note of the great 
inequalities in our community—both phy- 
sical and social. Indicative of the chang- 
ing mood, and yet a welcome step is the 
growing concern with developing tech- 
niques for creating residential rehabilitation 
for low income families. Objective 4, Page 
4, of the Master Plan charges us to desig- 
nate areas, whether suitable for residential 
or non-residential use, where clearance or 
redevelopment may be in order, indicating 
also areas where rehabilitation is needed ; 
determining the means for accomplishing 
each. It is still this Board’s responsibility 
to recommend sites to the City Council. 


This sociological theory was supported 
recently by Urban Renewal Commissioner 
William S. Slayton (Philadelphia speech) 
when he said “If (Urban Renewal) suc- 
ceeds in providing only better housing, but 
fails to help the families break out of 
past patterns of segregated living, it will 
have missed a major goal’? and by Public 
Housing Commissioner Marie C. McGuire 
who said—‘‘Programs now under way in 
the low rent field will eliminate economic 
ghettos and the identication of (Public 
Housing) as housing for the poor.” 


As city planners, we can play an im- 
portant role in fighting against obvious 
cases of educational discrimination and in 
creating equal opportunities for all. But 
our role in this and related areas of concern 
will become far more significant when it is 
seen that meaningful social integration 
will result only after social and economic 
opportunities approach equality. However, 
equal opportunity is not much of a goal 
until a time dimension is applied to its 
establishment. 


The professional planner has the technical 
skills which will permit him to contribute 
to the increase of opportunities for people 
who are presently denied them. There is 
much that can be done to clarify issues and 
appraise alternative solutions. 


As a Board, our task is greater than 
analysis and clarification. We continue to 
suggest goals and take a strong hand in 
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shaping solutions to the primary urban 
problems.”

8, 1965 from Rev. Leo McGinnis, Walker 
Memorial Bible Church protesting property 
taxes on Lots 35, 36 and 37, Supervisors 
Plat of Walker Heights. 


Upon annexation of the Sheridan Road 
School District, this property was included 
in a review of all parcels transferred from 
Lansing Township to City of Lansing 
jurisdiction. The property was carried as 
exempt on the Township Tax Roll for 1964. 
It is my opinion that any non-contiguous 
parcel not used as a church or parsonage 
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site is subject to property taxation. An 
Attorney General’s Opinion of 1951 in- 
volving Highland Park, Michigan supports 
this contention. All similar vacant parcels 
owned by churches are assessed in Lansing. 


In a recent telephone conversation Rev. 
McGinnis confirmed receipt of a notice of 
assessment for $1200 mailed in March 1965 
prior to convening of the 1965 Board of 
Review. I regret that apparently through 
some misunderstanding the notice was not 
given any weight by Rev. McGinnis nor 
his Board. No protest was filed with the 
Board of Review and a $21.54 tax was 
levied for July based on the $1200 assessed 
value. December 1965 taxes will be spread 
against this property based on the $1200 
assessment and applicable tax rate. 


Walker Memorial Bible Church may ap- 
peal the assessed value for 1966 requesting 
exempt status for this property. No legal 
recourse is open for reimbursement of 1965 
taxes. 


As a solution in the future for such legal 
questions a proposed piece of legislation 
submitted for the 1964 Legislature by the 
City of Detroit and supported by all Michi- 
gan Assessors would require all owners 
of exempt property to annually file an affi- 
davit reaffirming the status of their prop- 
erty.

ORDINANCE NO 108 
(Housing Commission) 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT CHAPTER 2 OF THE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BE AMENDED 
BY ADDING AN ARTICLE TO BE 
NUMBERED ‘VII AND BY ADDING SEC- 
TIONS NUMBERED 2-78 to 2-85, INCLU- 
SIVE, TO SAID CODE. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


SECTION I. That Chapter 2 of the 
Code of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new article to be 
numbered VII and by adding sections 
numbered 2-78 to 2-85, inclusive, to read 
as follows: 


ARTICLE VII. HOUSING COMMISSION 


SECTION 2-78. HOUSING COMMIS- 
SION, CREATION, GENERAL POWERS 
AND DUTIES. Pursuant to Michigan 
Public Act No, 18 of the Extra Session of 
1938, as amended, there is hereby created 
a commission, to be known as the “Lan- 
sing Housing Commission,” which shall 
hereinafter be referred to as the “‘commis- 
sion.”’ 


The commission shall have the powers, 
duties and limitations set out in Michigan 
Public Act No. 18 of the Extra Session of 
1938, as heretofore or hereafter amended, 
and Michigan Public Act No. 293 of 1937, 
as heretofore or hereafter amended, and the 
supplemental powers and duties set out in 
this ordinance; provided, nevertheless, that 
in the exercise of its powers and duties 
with respect to housing, the commission 
shall at all times strictly limit itself to 
the needs of those families and individuals 
(including, but not by way of limitation, 
the elderly, the handicapped, and those dis- 
placed by urban renewal or other govern- 
mental action) who are in the lowest in- 
come group and who cannot afford to pay 
enough to cause private enterprise in the 
Lansing metropolitan area to build an 
adequate supply of decent, safe and sanitary 
dwellings for their use. 


SECTION 2-79. MEMBERSHIP. The 
commission shall consist of five members 
to be appointed by the Mayor. The term 
of office of members of the commission shall 
be five years. Members of the first com- 
mission existing hereunder shall be ap- 
pointed for the terms of one year, two 
years, three years, four years and five years, 
respectively, and annually thereafter one 
member shall be appointed for the term 
of five years. Members of the commission 
shall serve without compensation and may 
be removed from office by the Mayor. Any 
vacancy in office shall be filled by the Mayor 
for the remainder of the unexpired term. 
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SECTION 2-80. CONFLICT OF IN- 
TEREST. No member of the commission 
or any of its officers or employees shall 
have any interest directly or indirectly in 
any contract for property, ‘materials or 
services to be acquired by the commission. 
Prior to entering into the duties of his 
office, each member of the commission shall 
certify in writing to the City Clerk that 
he has read this section and knows the 
contents thereof and that he has no such 
interest, which certificate shall be kept 
on file by the City Clerk. 


SECTION 2-81. REPORTS. The com- 
mission shall make an annual written re- 
port of its activities to the City Council, 
and shall promptly make such other reports 
as the Mayor or City Council may from 
time to time require. Said annual report 
shall cover the period from July first to 
June thirtieth, both inclusive, shall be filed 
with the City Clerk on or before July 
thirty-first of each year and shall include, 
but not by way of limitation, a statement 
of assets and liabilities and a statement 
of receipts and disbursements made in 
accordance with sound accounting prin- 
ciples. As promptly as possible and within 
thirty days of the filing of each annual re- 
port the commission shall cause twenty 
true copies thereof to be deposited with 
the City Clerk for distribution as the 
Mayor shall direct. 


SECTION 2-82. MEETINGS, RULES, 
MINUTES, QUORUM, OFFICERS, EM- 
PLOYEES. The commission shall meet at 
reqular intervals, said meetings to be pub- 
lic. It shall adopt its own rules of pro- 
cedure, and shall keep a record of the pro- 
ceedings. Three members shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business. 
A president and vice-president shall be 
elected by the commission. The commission 
may appoint a director who may also serve 
as secretary, and such other employees or 
officers as shall be necessary. The com- 
mission shall prescribe the duties of all its 
officers and employees. The commission 
may from time to time as necessary employ 
engineers, architects and consultants. The 
president and vice-president shall be mem- 
bers of the commission and shall receive 
no compensation. 


SECTION 2-88 COMPENSATION: 
DEEDS, CONTRACTS, LEASES, PUR- 
CHASES; EMPLOYEE SELECTION AND 
PAYMENT. The compensatoin of all of- 
ficers and employees of the commission shall 
be fixed by the commission with the ap- 
proval of the Mayor, 


All deeds, contracts, leases, or pur- 
chases entered into by the commission shall 
be in the name of the City of Lansing and 
shall be approved by the City Council be- 
fore they shall be of any force or effect; 
provided, however, that contracts for the 
purchase of necessary materials, leases 
with tenants and options need not be so 
approved. 


The employees of the commission shall be 
selected and paid by such method as the 
City Council by resolution may prescribe. 
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SECTION 2-84. RECORDS. The com- 
mission shall keep and maintain complete 
records of its deeds, contracts, leases, pur- 
chases, receipts and disbursements, in- 
cluding (but not by way of limitation) 
records which permit a speedy and effiec- 
tive financial and performance audit and 
which will fully disclose the amount and 
the disposition by the commission of the 
proceeds of any loan, advance, grant, or 
contribution, or any supplement thereto, 
and the capital cost of any construction 
project for which any loan, advance, grant 
or constribution is made. 


SECTION 2-85. SEVERABILITY, The 
sections, paragraphs, sentences, clauses and 
phrases of this ordinance are severable, and 
if any phrase, clause, sentence, paragraph 
or section of this ordinance shall be declared 
unconstitutional or otherwise invalid by 
the valid judgement or decree of any cour- 
of competent jurisdiction, such uncon- 
stitutionality or invalidity shall not affect 
any of the remaining phrases, clauses, 
sentences, paragraphs and sections of this 
ordinance, 


SECTION 2. The City Clerk is hereby 
directed to cause this ordinance to be pub- 
lished as soon as possible in the State 
Journal, published in the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, and to be posted as soon as 
possible in three public places in the City 
of Lansing,

effective on the thirtieth day from and 
after the date of its adoption.

Attached is the tabulation of 4 bids for 
the purchase of portable and mobile radios 
for the Police and Fire Departments which 
were opened at 3:00 P.M. on Tuesday 
September 14, 1965. 


The low bid on the portable units sub- 
mitted by Northwestern Sound Service 
does not meet our specification. The Air- 
craft Radio Corp. model does not meet our 
minimum specifications for sensitivity and 
the weight of this unit is 4 lbs. 10 oz. as 
compared with the total weight of only 
85 oz. for the Motorola unit, 


The mobile radio unit bid by North- 
western Radio Lab does not meet our 
specifications for the minimum audio out- 
put of 2 watts and the receiver is tube 
type instead of being transistorized ac- 
cording to our specifications. s 


We therefore recommend acceptance of 
the bid submitted by Motorola Communica- 
tions and Electronics, Inc. for four porable 
radio units and six mobile radio units for 
the lump sum price on the ten units of 
$6,095.96. This lump sum price is $262.37 
less than the unit prices.

an estimate of the cost, if any, which the 
City of Lansing would be obligated to pay 
in connection with or arising out of said 
relocation. 


8. Engineers will complete and submit 
to the City five (5) copies of said study 
within twenty calendar days after Engi- 
ae have received and accepted this con- 
ract, 


4. Engineers will pay all costs and ex- 
penses necessary for the making of said 
study. 


5. The City agrees to pay Engineers for 
the above study the sum of $1,900.

We, the undersigned, after a comprehen- 
sive review of the May, 1965 Survey of the 
Finance Department by Lybrand, Ross 
Bros. and Montgomery submit a resume of 
our recommendations pertaining to the 
various proposals therein. 


We consider the recommendations neces- 
sary to an overall improvement in the 
efficiency of City Operations. To a great 
degree success hinges on inter-departmental 
cooperation and the current atmosphere is 
favorable. We believe that no crash pro- 
gram should be initiated in any given area. 
Timetable estimates are considered neces- 
sary to serve as goals. Consideration should 
be given to the use of outside consultants 
only in such areas where expert assistance 
is necessary. 


It is recognized that certain changes will 
involve City Charter revisions. In several 
areas action is well underway to effect de- 
sired improvements previously pointed out. 
Inasmuch as formal] action has not been 
taken previously on the Survey, we urge 
adoption of the Recommendations.

Gentlemen : 


Pursuant to the request made by the 
Public Safety Committee of the Lansing 
City Council, the following report is sub- 
mitted for your consideration and approval. 


We are in complete accord with the 
prime purpose for the use of radar, as 
outlined by the Public Safety Committee. 
We believe that the use of radar will also 
serve as a deterrent to the speeding driver. 


To gain public support for the use of 
radar we propose the following educational 
program be developed and employed: 


1. Upon receipt of the equipment, a press 
meeting be called by the Mayor and the 
Chief of Police. 


2. To place a unit in operation to demon- 
strate to the press, radio, and televi- 
sion how radar operates. 


3. To develop and publish a é 15-day 
“crash” program using radar on a 24- 
hour day basis. 


4. During the 15-day ‘‘crash” program we 
would issue each violator who is travel- 
ing 15 mph or less over the posted speed 
limit a written warning. This waring 
notice would carry a short safety mess- 
age directed toward speed and accident 
causation. 


5. During the established “‘crash’’ program 
that all persons who are apprehended 
traveling 15 mph and faster over the 
posted speed limit be written a traffic 
summons to appear at the Municipal 
Court. 


6. To ask the cooperation of the State 
Journal to publish a daily list of names 
and addresses of those persons who are 
issued a warning notice during the 
“crash” program. 


7. To ask the cooperation of the State 
Journal to publish a daily list of names 
and addresses of the persons who re- 
ceived a traffic summons during the 
“crash” program. 


8. To establish and publish the location 
of an isolated area where a radar unit 
can be placed in operation for a two- 
hour period in the morning and a two- 
hour period in the afternoon. The pur- 
pose of this would be to permit the 
citizens to drive their vehicles through 
radar to familiarize themselves with the 
mechanics of radar. This would also 
give the motorists an opportunity to 
check their true speed. 
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9. To provide a training program for all 
officers who will be assigned to operate 
the equipment, 


Technical Advantages of Radar 


Last March we made a comprehensive 
study of our accident experience and de- 
veloped a selective enforcement bulletin. 
As a result of this study we developed a 
priority traffic law enforcement program 
based on the volume, location, and time of 
the accidents. 


An evaluation of our program was made 
in July of this year. The results indicated 
a reduction in accidents in the priority 
area. Increasing patrol in selected areas 
has resulted in a reduction of patrol and 
an increase in accidents in the other areas 
of the city. 


Radar employed in the areas which pre- 
sently lack sufficient patrol will reduce the 
speed and therefore, reduce the severity 
and the number of accidents. This will as- 
sist the police in balancing their accident 
prevention program. 


Each radar unit purchased will have an 
evaluation of the unit. The evaluation will 
establish the degree of accuracy. The pre- 
sent accuracy average is one-half of one 
percent. It is obvious that no present 
method used could compete in accuracy 
with radar. It leaves a very small oppor- 
tunity for human error. 


Posting. ‘Speed Radar Control” signs 
at the city limits provides an immediate 
deterrent to all motorists approaching our 
city. 


Residential areas are difficult to patrol 
for speeders due to the narrow streets and 
oftentimes, the length of the streets make 
it impossible to chase and clock speeders. 
Radar will assist the police in serving the 
citizens’ complaints in residental areas. 
Radar can justify these complaints and 
prove to the complainants that speeding 
does or does not exist on the streets. 


“Drag races” are commonplace in the 
downtown area at night. Due to the num- 
ber of traffic lights and the congestion, the 
apprehension of the racers is difficult. 
Properly located radar can establish the 
speed attained by this type of violator and 
assure their apprehension. 


Radar is not subjected to adverse weather 
conditions. During rain and snow police 
personnel are subjected to extra danger 
in pursuing errant drivers. Radar will 
assist in reducing the hazards and help 
to balance our program over the year. 


Use of Radar 


The police department would place radar 
in operation the day following the 15-day 
“erash” program. This fact would be re- 
leased to the press. 
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Patrol and tolerances would be estab- 
lished by the police department; however, 
we are of the opinion that our policy 
should not be published. By publishing our 
operating procedure, we would only en- 
courage some drivers to violate at the 
time when radar is not being employed. 


Basic plans would be to use radar in 
high accident areas at the time the ac- 
cidents are occurring. The accident ex- 
perience does not fluctuate in area or time 
to any degree. Citizens would learn that 
we are using radar and a strong deterrent 
would be established. 


At no time would this department sub- 
scribe to radar enforcement for enforce- 
ment purpose alone. Certain objectives 
would be established and we would attempt 
to meet these objectives by using radar 
to assist us.

Gentlemen: 


We wish to submit herewith our pre- 
liminary report of the subject tour made 
by the Mayor, several members of Council, 
the City Traffic Engineer, the City’s Archi- 
tect for its first two Municipal parking 
structures, by a representative of your 
local press, The State Journal and by the 
undersigned, 


In selecting the six cities to be studied 
we did our best to provide the group with 
a substantially varied set of conditions 
and several different types of parking 
structure designs, bearing in mind how- 
ever that each city selected should relate 
sufficiently its parking facilities and its 
municipal parking operations to the prob- 
lems and conditions existing in Lansing 
in order that the tour be most productive 
to the Lansing delegation. As the tour 
progressed it was apparent that this first 
goal was achieved. Summarized below is 
our preliminary report as reported by our 
firm’s participant, Mr. E. A, Barton: 


PRELIMINARY REPORT OF LANSING’S 
PARKING TOUR 


Although several of the tour members 
were unable to complete the entire tour 
due to previous commitments the group 
which did participate, in whole or in 
part, is as follows:

Originally, the entire tour group was 
scheduled to visit Indianapolis, Columbus 
and then proceed to Cincinnati, on its first 
day out Wednesday September 22nd. This 
was an extremely tight schedule allowing 
only 2 hours in each of the first two cities. 
However, an airline delay gave us an op- 
portunity to replan the first day which 
allowed a _ greater visitation period in 
Indianapolis and in Columbus. Half of 
the tour group proceeded directly to Colum- 
bus where they were able to devote at least 
6 hours to inspection of facilities and 
meetings with city officials while the other 
half visited Indianapolis for approximately 
4 hours before continuing on to Columbus 
where they received a quick summation of 
the Columbus inspection and a motor trip 
through parking facilities studied by the 
Columbus tour group. 


This first day was a most rigorous one 
in that the entire group was on duty from 
7:00 A.M. until 11:45 P.M. at which time 
they finally caught up with their dinner 
hour in Cincinnati, Ohio, and with a 6:30 
breakfast scheduled for the following 
morning the second day was almost as 
wearying. However, as no dropouts came 
to light the entire tour group of seven 
proceeded on to the fourth, fifth and sixth 
scheduled cities of Tampa, Miami and 
Miami Beach. 


Thoughout the entire tour the inspection 
of all Municipal off-street parking facili-

ties and of at least several others privately 
owned were inspected in detail, inside and 
out, by the tour group and countless 
questions were asked of the city officials 
and various operators involved with these 
parking facilities. A valuable added asset 
to the interrogation meetings was the 
State Journal reporter, Curt Hanes, whose 
experienced inquisitive mind brought forth 
many questions which could have remained 
un-asked had he not been a member of 
this study group. 


It was also noted that Mayor Murning- 
han, Councilman Bradshaw, Perrin and 
Moore and Traffic Engineer Hayes took 
advantage of these meetings with city 
officials to interrogate them on Municipal 
matters other than parking, such as, (1) 
city administration procedures, (2) police 
and fire matters, (3) public service affairs, 
traffic engineering and traffic enforcement, 
(4) building codes and zoning matters, (5) 
recreation facilities, and other’ related 
subjects. 


Even your parking consultant found this 
study tour to be enlightening in several 
respects. For one thing, he found that the 
parking rates he has proposed for the 
Lansing garages is lower than any existing 
in the six cities listed herein plus two 
others he visited just a day prior to and 
one day after the term of the scheduled 
tour. Furthermore there were a number 
of design errors and operational discrepan- 
cies revealed in a substantial number of 
garages inspected. Although most of these 
have been known the tour served as a 
reminder in order that we shall extend 
every effort to see to it that the Lansing 
facilities will be free of these errors and 
irregularities. 


Shown below are the minimum and the 
average parking fees being charged in 
off-street facilities in the eight cities 
visited. It will be noted that only two of 
the eight cities have a minimum Ist hour 
rate of 20 cents. However, the additional 
hours are 15 cents and 20 cents respectively 
in each of these two cities.

24 hours per day. 
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As requested by Mayor Murninghan and 
Councilman Bradshaw we are presently 
reevaluating the parking rates which the 
‘Barton Associates’? Report recommended 
for the first two Lansing municipal Park- 
ing Structures. Our first results indicate 
that a revenue of less than 30 cents for 
the first two hours of parking will impair 
the parking program because total re- 
venues will fall short of the amount re- 
quired for proper revenue bond financing. 
We are however seriously considering a 
15 cents rate for the first half hour, 10 
cents for the second half hour and 10 cents 
per hour thereafter as these rates do ap- 
pear to provide the proper income to sup- 
port a revenue bond program as orginally 
proposed. 


In the near future we shall combine our 
efforts with that of Mr. Allen Hayes and 
Architect Elmer Manson to prepare a 
more comprehensive, illustrated report 
covering the study tour of cities, to Mayor 
and Council, in order that a permanent 
detailed record may be left behind for the 
information of succeeding city administra- 
tions. This task assignment by the City 
of Lansing, for the undersigned to plan, 
schedule and lead this particular study 
tour group has been a most interesting 
one. Furthermore, because each member 
of the group applied himself so diligently 
to each phase of the inspections, meetings 
and group critique discussions it was also 
a pleasurable one because the results hoped 
for and anticipated by me were material]- 
izing each day. 


We appreciate further this opportunity 
to again serve the Administration and the 
Citizens of Lansing in connection with such 
an important municipal development pro- 
gram.

RESOLUTION 


RE: PARKING RAMP DEVELOPMENT 
IN DOWNTOWN LANSING 


Lansing City officials are to be con- 
gratulated on the action being taken to 
provide two major parking ramps in the 
Central Business District. This is a pro- 
gram long urged by this organization and 
its fulfillment should aid considerably in 
increasing the value of property, quality 
and quantity of services and added vitality 
in the CBD. Such results will, of course, 
increase the tax potential, thus providing 
an additional asset for the City of Lansing. 


Two items about the present program 
seem to be of logical concern. First, the 
schedule of construction which, we under- 
stand, calls for building both ramps during 
1966. We agree with proponents of the 
plan that these needed facilities should be 
provided as soon as possible. On the other 
hand, we would like to emphasize the im- 
portance of having them completed by 
early November if we are to avoid an even 
more serious situation than now exists for 
those dealing in merchandise and services; 
which incidentally goes beyond the major 
field of retailing. The ability of all those 
in offices as well as stores to serve their 
clients, patients, as well as customers, can 
be considerably hampered if lack of current 
parking facilities extends into the Christ- 
mas season, 


The problem of removing existing park- 
ing during the period of construction may 
be solved by alternate solutions which are 
now under consideration. This could allevi- 
ate the anticipated crisis and might well 
provide the desired answer. 


The second item of concern involves the 
rates to be charged. We agree that a rate 
must be assessed which will return suffici- 
ent revenue to carry the bond issue in- 
volved. We would raise a question as to 
whether all available funds are being 
pledged toward this end. It seems logical 
to use such funds for this purpose rather 
than “banking” some for as yet unresolved 
developments in the Urban Renewal Area. 
The plans for serving the area south of 
Michigan Avenue are now firm and must 
be met. The financing of the City’s share 
of Urban Redevelopment is, we believe, a 
matter not necessarily related to a revenue 
bond issue for the currently planned ramps. 
In other words, we feel that all logical 
funds should be pledged for these struc- 
tures and the rate established based on that 
approach. 


Public acceptance of these ramps is 
naturally a must if they are to be a suc- 
cess, both in serving the public and the 
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firms with which they wish to do business 
and from a financial standpoint. Based 
on established charges, the fact that in 
some areas no charge is made and the 
anticipated reaction from motorists, it 
would seem valid to keep the second hour 
rate to 10¢ if at all possible and to charge 
not more than 15¢ for the first hour. 


The Chamber of Commerce of Greater 
Lansing through its Board of Directors 
and Highways and Traffic Committee, 
stands ready to assist in any way it can 
to further this important program. We 
again congratulate the City officials in- 
volved in their action to expedite this much 
needed service.

By action, taken by your body on October 
18, 1965, the matter of fire and smoke at 
the above captioned location, occurring on 
October 2, 1965, as described by Mr. Clin- 
ton Eaton, was referred to this department. 


Members of the management of the 
Simon Iron and Metal Company were con- 
tacted and we are assured by them that 
the fire, which took place on the above- 
mentioned date, was an accidental fire. 
Acetylene torches are used to cut scrap 
metal, and when this metal is covered with 
grease and/or oil, a fire may be started. 
If the burning material is located so that 
the flames cannot communicate to other 
materials, the fire is often times left to 
“burn itself out:’’ The length of time 
the fire would burn would depend on the 
accumulation of oil and/or grease. On 
one occasion, two years ago, this office re- 
ceived a complaint from a neighbor stating 
there was a fire in progress; Inspectors 
responded immediately and when _ they 
arrived, the fire had “burned itself out.’’ 
On another occasion, the incinerator used 
to burn insulation from wires, etc., was 
causing smoke; we brought this to the 
attention of the management and the situ- 
ation was corrected immediately. 


We have enjoyed wonderful cooperation 
with the management and it is our belief 
they want no conditions to exist that 
would create discomfort to their neighbors 
or jeopordize the health, welfare, or safety 
of the remainder of the community. They 
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will speak with their employees, and at- 
tempt to reduce the number of accidental 
fires.

Many officials of the City of Lansing, 
and particularly Councilman Frank Perrin, 
have worked diligently for the past several 
months with the Michigan State Highway 
Department, the Federal Bureau of Public 
Roads, the C & O Railroad, the New York 
Central Railroad, the Grand Trunk West- 
ern Railroad and other interested parties, 
and have continued to study, meet with 
and negotiate with them up to and in- 
cluding last week in an effort to bring 
about for the citizens of Lansing the 
outstanding benefits which would result 
from the relocation of tracks of the C & O 
Railroad within our City. 


The two primary benefits which would 
be derived from the relocation of the rail- 
road tracks would be, first a tremendous 
savings to all Lansing taxpayers consisting 
of approximately one million dollars of 
federal highway funds and the difference in 
future construction costs of individual rail- 
road grade separations and, second, the 
improvement of traffic safety and traffic 
patterns brought about by the elimination 
of surface-grade railroad crossings within 
the City. 


Inasmuch as the saving in federal high- 
way funds would be derived principally 
from the elimination of the need for the 
grade separation at the intersection of 
the proposed new Interstate 496 and the 
C & O Railroad tracks as presently located, 
it was essential that the timing of the 
relocation of the railroad tracks be closely 
integrated with final planning and con- 
struction of I-496 for which federal funds 
are currently committed to the State. Be- 
cause of this need, and because of the dead- 
lines by which the federally earmarked 
money must be expended by the State, the 
highway officials made clear to the City that 
all necessary commitments from the vari- 
ous railroads and other parties involved 
must be obtained before the end of the 
year in order for the railroad relocation 
to be done. Among these commitments 
would be that from the city to pay its 
share of the cost of such relocation which, 
on the basis of the preliminary independ- 
ent engineering study obtained by the City 
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and the statements by the various railroads 
of their demands for compensation, would 
appear to be approximately $3,100,000. The 
only feasible way to raise such a sum 
would be by bond issue. In order for the 
question of raising the City’s share of 
the Railroad relocation by bond issue to 
be presented to the voters of Lansing at 
the December 14, 1965, election, it would 
have been necessary for the City Council 
to adopt the proposed bonding resolution 
and ballot proposition last week. 


The City Council expresses its deep dis- 
appointment that it was not able to ap- 
prove placing the bond issue upon the 
ballot for the fortheoming election. How- 
ever, the decision not to do so was pri- 
marily based upon the following reasons: 


First, it appeared to the full satisfaction 
of the Council that the expressed demand 
for compensation by the C & O Railroad 
was highly unsatisfactory and that in 
order for the relocation to proceed it would 
be necessary to secure a modification and 
reduction of that demand by negotiation, 
if possible. However, the course of the 
negotiations and discussions already con- 
ducted with the C & O Railroad gave no 
hope whatever that such a _ negotiation 
would be favorably entertained by them 
or that a satisfactory modification might 
in any event be obtained in time. 


Second, upon advice of the City’s bond- 
ing counsel in New York that prior to 
the bonds being sold it would be necessary 
to obtain a decision by the Supreme Court 
of Michigan sustaining their validity of the 
bonds. It further appeared that under the 
present rules and practice of the Supreme 
Court it would be unrealistic to expect 
that such a decision would be obtained in 
time for the railroad relocation to proceed 
ae the inexorable time deadlines estab- 
ished.

THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 
SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS 


The following terms shall have the fol- 
lowing meanings in this Ordinance unless 
the context shall clearly indicate another 
meaning: 


(a) ‘System’ shall mean all existing 
street parking spaces where parking fees 
or charges are collected by means of park- 
ing meters, the existing off-street parking 
facilities and all off-street parking facili- 
ties hereafter acquired or constructed or 
hereafter improved, enlarged and extended, 
and street parking spaces where fees or 
charges are collected by means of parking 
meters which might hereafter be acquired 
and installed, known as the City of Lan- 
sing Automobile Parking System, and shall 
include the following improvements: all 
parking meters, buildings, equipment or 
accessories used or useful in connection 
therewith. Wherever the words ‘facility’ 
or “facilities’’ are used, they shall refer 
to said improvements. 


(b) “Revenues” shall mean all the in- 
come derived from the rates charged for 
the services, facilities and commodities 
furnished by the System. 


(c) “Net Revenues” shall mean the Rev- 
enues of the System remaining after de- 
ducting the reasonable expenses of admin- 
istration, operation and maintenance of 
the System, pursuant to Section 16(B) (2) 
of this Ordinance, 


(d) ‘‘Series 1966 Bonds’? shall mean the 
City of Lansing Automobile Parking Sys- 
tem Revenue Bonds, Series of 1966, as 
authorized in this Ordinance. 


(e) “Rates” shall mean the charges, fees, 
rentals and rates which may be fixed and 
imposed for the services, facilities and 
commodities furnished by the System. 


(f) ‘“‘Additional Bonds” shall mean the 
Bonds permitted to be issued by Section 
22 of this Ordinance, including Revenue 
Refunding Bonds, which Additional Bonds 
shall rank on a parity with the Series 
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1966 Bonds. ‘‘Bonds’”’ shall mean the Series 
1966 Bonds and Additional] Bonds. 


SECTION 2. FINDINGS AND DETER- 
MINATIONS 


It is hereby determined and declared to 
be necessary for the public benefit and 
welfare of the City of Lansing, for the 
purpose of relieving traffic and parking 
congestion on its public streets and effectu- 
ating traffic control and public safety, to 
purchase, acquire, construct, improve, pro- 
vide, repair, enlarge and extend, and own, 
administer, operate and maintain municipal 
off-street automobile parking facilities 
consisting of such number of parking 
facilities within the corporate limits of 
the City, as is hereinafter authorized in 
this Ordinance, and as may hereafter be 
authorized by subsequent ordinances. 


SECTION 3. AUTHORIZED PARKING 
FACILITIES 


The off-street automobile parking facili- 
ties authorized by this Ordinance are as 
follows: a multiple story parking garage 
of concrete construction with adjacent land 
for uncovered ground parking to be located 
on the East side of Grand Avenue between 
Washtenaw Street and Michigan Avenue, 
and a multiple story parking garage of 
concrete construction with adjacent land 
for uncovered ground parking to be located 
on the West side of Capitol Avenue between 
Washtenaw and Kalamazoo Streets, includ- 
ing necessary land for each of such facili- 
ties. 


SECTION 4. ESTIMATED COST 


The estimated cost of the complete ac- 
quisition and construction of the off-street 
automobile parking facilities authorized in 
Section 8, including engineering, legal, fi- 
nancing, and insurance expenses, and such 
other expenses, including reserves for con- 
tingencies, as are incident thereto, which 
estimate has been prepared under the di- 
rection of the City Council of the City of 
Lansing, is in the amount of Two Million 
Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,600,000), 
and is hereby approved. The City Council 
does hereby estimate the period of useful- 
ness of said facilities to be at least forty 
(40) years, 


SECTION 5. AUTHORIZATION FOR 
THE BONDS 


To pay the cost of acquiring, construct- 
ing and establishing for public use the off- 
street automobile parking facilities herein 
referred to, and to pay all expenses inci- 
dent thereto, as set forth in Section 4. of 
this Ordinance, it is ordained hereby that 
there be borrowed upon the credit of the 
Revenues of the City of Lansing Automo- 
bile Parking System the sum of Two Mil- 
lion Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($2,- 
600,000) and that, in evidence thereof, there 
be issued negotiable revenue bonds in the 
principal amount of Two Million Six Hund- 
red Thousand Dollars ($2,600,000) under 
and in accordance with the provisions of 
the Revenue Bond Act of 1933. 
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SECTION 6. DETAILS OF SERIES 1966 
BONDS 


Said Bonds shall be designated ‘“‘City of 
Lansing Automobile Parking System Reve- 
nue Bonds, Series 1966,’’ and shall be 
selfliquidating bonds, not a general obli- 
gation of the City of Lansing, payable 
solely from the Revenues of the System 
after deducting reasonable expenses of ad- 
Ministration and operation and mainten- 
ance of the System, and shall consist of 
520 bonds of $5,000 each, dated January 
1, 1966, and payable serially on July 1, 1968 
and annually thereafter on July 1 of each 
year, as follows:

Notice of redemption of the Bonds to be 
redeemed shall be given by publication at 
least once in The Daily Bond Buyer or in 
a financial journal carring as a regular 
part of its business notices of redemption 
published in New York, N. Y., or Chicago, 
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(6%) per annum, both principal and in- 
terest to be payable at the Paying Agent 
Bank, to be designated by resolution of 
the City Council, a member of the Federal 
Reserve System. The principal of the 
Bonds in registered form as hereinafter 
provided shall be payable by check or draft 
drawn on the Paying Agent Bank. 


SECTION 7. REDEMPTION TERMS 


The Bonds maturing on and after July 
1, 1976, shall be subject to redemption 
from the Net Revenues of the System, at 
the option of the City of Lansing, prior to 
the stated maturity thereof, as a whole, or 
in part, from time to time, in inverse 
order of their maturities and, in the event 
that less than all the Bonds of a maturity 
are to be called for redemption, the particu- 
lar Bonds of such maturity to be redeemed 
shall be selected by lot, on any interest 
payment date or dates on and after July 
1, 1975, at the principal amount thereof, 
together with the interest accrued thereon 
to the date fixed for redemption, plus a 
premium (expressed as a percentage of 
the principal amount redeemed); and the 
Bonds maturing on and after July 1, 1981 
shall also be subject to redemption from 
any moneys available therefor, at the op- 
tion of the City, as a whole on any date 
on and after July 1, 1980, at the principal 
amount thereof, together with interest 
accrued thereon to the date fixed for re- 
demption, plus a premium (expressed as 
a. percentage of the principal amount 
redeemed), as follows:

Illinois, such publication to be made at 
least thirty (30) days prior to the date 
fixed for redemption, or if the Bonds to 
be redeemed be then registered as_ to 
principal in accordance with the provisions 
for such registration, in lieu of notice by 
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such publication, notice of redemption of 
such Bonds may be given to the registered 
holder thereof by first class mail. The 
Bonds to be redeemed shall cease to bear 
interest from the redemption date after 
notice of redemption shall have been given 
and funds for the payment thereof shall 
have been deposited with the Paying Agent 
Bank. 


SECTION 8. REGISTRATION OF THE 
BONDS 


The Bonds shall be registrable as to 
principal only in the manner and with the 
effect provided in the form of bond here- 
inafter set out. 


SECTION 9. SIGNATURES ON THE 
BONDS 


The Bonds shall be signed by the Mayor 
of the City of Lansing, countersigned by 
the Clerk of the said City, and shall have 
the corporate seal of the City of Lansing 
affixed thereto, and shall have interest 
coupons attached bearing the facsimile 
Signatures of the Mayor and Clerk, who, 
by the execution of said Bonds, shall adopt 
as and for their own proper signatures 
the facsimile signatures appearing on said 
coupons. A complete and detailed record 
of all Bonds shall be kept by the City Con- 
troller. 


SECTION 10. CAPITALIZATION OF 
INTEREST 


The period for which interest is to be 
capitalized is one year. Upon receipt of 
the proceeds of sale of the Bonds, there 
shall be set aside therefrom in the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund hereafter 
established the amount of interest which 
will accrue during the one year period at 
the interest rate or rates specified in the 
Bonds. The moneys so set aside in the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund shall 
be used solely for the payment of such 
capitalized interest. 


SECTION 11. SOURCE OF PAYMENT 
OF THE BONDS 


Said Bonds shall be payable solely from 
the Net Revenues derived from the opera- 
tion of the System and shall not be a gen- 
eral obligation of the City of Lansing. To 
secure such payment, there is hereby 
created a statutory lien upon the whole 
of the Net Revenues of the System, which 
Net Revenues are pledged to the payment 
of the principal of and interest upon such 
Bonds to and in favor of the holders of 
such Bonds, and the interest coupons per- 
taining thereto, and each of such holders, 
which lien shall be a first lien upon such 
Net Revenues. 


SECTION 12. OPERATING YEAR 


The System shall be operated on the 
basis of an operating year commencing on 
July 1 and ending June 30. 
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SECTION 138. AUTHORITY. OVER 
FACILITIES OF THE SYSTEM 


The purchase, acquistion, construction, 
improvement, enlargement, extension, re- 
pair, operation, administration and main- 
tenance of the facilities of the System shall 
be done in the manner provided by law. 


SECTION 14. RATES 


The Rates to be collected for the use of 
parking spaces by means of parking meters 
of the System, which are in force on the 
effective date of this Ordinance, shall con- 
tinue in full force until new Rates are 
established by ordinance. The initial sched- 
ule of Rates for the services furnished by 
the facilities of the System acquired under 
the provisions of this Ordinance, shall be 
fixed by ordinance prior to the issuance of 
the Bonds authorized herein. The Rates so 
fixed by such ordinance shall be subject 
to revision from time to time as may be 
necessary, consistent with the obligations 
assumed by the City in the adoption of 
this Ordinance. 


SECTION 15. DEPOSIT OF PROCEEDS 
OF SALE 


The proceeds from the sale of the Bonds, 
after depositing in the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund the amount of capitalized 
interest in accordance with the provisions 
of Section 10 of this Ordinance, shall be 
deposited in a Depository Bank, a bank 
insured by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation, in an account entitled, ‘‘Pro- 
ceeds of Sale Fund,’ which said account 
shall be separate from all other moneys of 
the City. 


The moneys in the Proceeds of Sale Fund 
shall be used solely to finance the cost of 
the automobile parking facilities author- 
ized in Section 3 of this Ordinance, includ- 
ing any engineering, legal and other ex- 
penses incident thereto and including also 
the payment of the amount of capitalized 
interest provided for in Section 10 of this 
Ordinance, and the amount, if any, re- 
quired for administration and operation 
and maintenance prior to the receipt of 
the first Revenues; provided, however, that 
any unexpended balance in said Fund re- 
maining after the completion of said 
authorized automobile parking facilities 
shall be expended in the manner permitted 
by applicable law, and if there is no pro- 
vision of law then applicable, the unex- 
pended balance shall be deposited in the 
Bond Reserve Account. 


Withdrawals from said Fund shall be 
made only on duly authorized and executed 
claims and in accordance with the pro- 
cedures required by applicable law, if any, 
and, as to the payment of acquisition and 
construction costs, shall be accompanied 
by a certificate executed by the architect, 
if any, or such other person appointed or 
employed with respect to the management 
of such acquisition and construction, that 
such payment is being made for a purpose 
within the scope of this Ordinance and 
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that the amount of such payment will be 
only the contract price or reasonable value 
of property, labor, materials, services or 
obligations being paid for. The cost of 
engineering, legal, financing and insurance 
expenses incurred upon the issuance of 
the said bonds, the cost of services, publica- 
tions, surveys, design, soundings, borings, 
and all other necesary or incidental costs 
related to such acquisition and construc- 
tion shall be deemed and considered to be 
items of construction cost and be paid, 
together with all other costs of construc- 
tion, from the Proceeds of Sale Fund. 


SECTION 16. DEPOSIT AND DISTRI- 
BUTION OF REVENUES OF THE SYS- 
TEM AMONG VARIOUS FUNDS 


(A) DEPOSIT OF MONEYS 


All moneys in the several Funds here- 
inafter established shall be deposited with 
a Depository Bank designated by the City 
Council. The moneys in said several Funds, 
except moneys in the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund and moneys in the Pro- 
ceeds of Sale Fund, may be kept in one 
bank account, in which event the moneys 
in said bank account shall be allocated on 
the books and records of the City of Lan- 
sing to the funds hereinafter established. 


(B) DISTRIBUTION OF REVENUES 


From and after the first day of the 
month in which the Bonds are delivered, 
the Revenues of the System are hereby 
pledged for the purposes of the following 
separate and special funds: 


(1) RECEIVING FUND 


The Revenues of the System, as collected, 
shall be set aside in a fund designated, 
“City of Lansing Automobile Parking Sys- 
tem Receiving Fund” (hereinafter referred 
to as the “Receiving Fund’’) and trans- 
ferred as hereinafter provided into the 
Funds herein established. 


(2) OPERATION AND MAINTENANCE 
FUND 


There is hereby established a fund de- 
signated, ‘‘Operation and Maintenance 
Fund.” Out of the Revenues in the Re- 
ceiving Fund there shall be set aside first 
in each monthly period a sum sufficient to 
provide for the payment of the next 
month’s current expenses of administration 
and operation, and such current expenses 
for the next month for maintenance as may 
be necessary to preserve the System and 
all facilities thereof in good repair and 
working order, 


A budget, showing in detail the estimated 
costs of administration and operation and 
maintenance of the System for the next 
ensuing operating year, shall be prepared 
at least thirty (30) days prior to the com- 
mencement of each operating year and ap- 
proved by the City Council. The amounts 
transferred into the Operation and Main- 
tenance Fund during each operating year 
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shall not exceed said budget unless ap- 
proved by the City Council. The costs of 
replacing worn out, destroyed or obsoles- 
cent parking meters, rent for any property 
used as part of the System, and the costs 
of police enformement of parking and 
traffic regulations shall not be considered 
to be an administrative and operation and 
maintenance expense chargeable to the 
System. 


(3) BOND AND INTEREST REDEMP- 
TION FUND 


There is hereby established a fund de- 
signated, “Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund,” which shall be used solely for the 
purpose of paying the principal and in- 
terest on the Bonds hereby authorized. 
The moneys in the Bond and Interest De- 
demption Fund shall be kept in a separ- 
ate depository account with a bank or 
trust company at which the principal and 
interest on the Bonds are currently pay- 
able. Out of the remaining Revenues in 
the Receiving Fund, there shall be set aside 
next, during each monthly period in the 
Bond and Interest Redemption Fund, a sum 
sufficient to provide for the payment of 
the principal of and interest on all the 
Bonds payable therefrom, as and when the 
same become due and payable. There shall 
be set aside for these purposes an amount 
equal to ten per centum (10%) of the 
principal of all the Bonds maturing on 
the next succeeding July 1 and twenty per 
centum (20%) of the interest on all Bonds 
due and payable on the next succeeding 
interest payment date, until the amounts 
set aside for such payments are equal to 
the amounts required for the payment of 
such principal and interest on the said 
Bonds. In the event that the Revenues of 
any operating year over and above those nec- 
essary for the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund shall be insufficient to pay such prin- 
cipal of and interest on said Bonds matur- 
ing in any such operating year, then an 
additional amount sufficient therefor shall 
be set aside out of the Revenues next avail- 
able, after setting aside the amount re- 
quired for the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund; such additional amounts shall be 
set aside out of the moneys first received 
in the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund. 
With respect to the allocation and use of 
moneys in said Fund, due_ recognition 
shall be given to priority rights, if any, 
between different issues or series of out- 
standing Bonds. 


(a) Bond Reserve Account. There is 
hereby established in the Bond and Inter- 
est Redemption Fund an acount designated, 
“Bond Reserve Account,’’? into which shall 
be paid, after provision has been made for 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund and 
the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund, 
monthly installments of One Thousand 
Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500). Said Bond 
Reserve Account shall be used to make up 
deficiencies in the Bond and Interest Re- 
demption Fund and shall be drawn upon 
in the event there shall be a deficiency in 
the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund, 
to the extent necessary for the purpose of 
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making up such deficiency. If, at any time, 
the moneys in the Bond and Interest Re- 
demption Fund, including the moneys in 
the Bond Reserve Account, exceed the 
funds necessary to pay the then current 
year’s maturing principal and interest re- 
quirements and the principal and interest 
requirements maturing in the first full 
operating year immediately following, the 
City Council] may authorize the excess 
moneys in said Account to be used to 
purchase and cancel outstanding Bonds of 
any maturity at a price not to exceed par 
and accrued interest and the redemption 
premium then applicable to Bonds re- 
deemable from Net Revenues of the Sys- 
tem, or applicable on the first redemption 
date thereafter, if no such redemption 
premium be then applicable. If excess 
moneys still remain in said Account, they 
may be used to redeem Bonds at the 
earliest possible redemption date. 


No payments need be made into the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund and the 
Bond Reserve Account after enough of the 
Bonds have been retired so that the amount 
then held in said Fund, including the Bond 
Reserve Account, is equal to the entire 
amount of principal, interest and premium, 
if any, required to be paid on all Bonds 
then remaining outstanding, which remain- 
ing bonds shall be redeemed at the earliest 
possible redemption date. 


(4) DEPRECIATION, EXTENSION 
AND IMPROVEMENT FUND 


There is hereby established a fund de- 
signated “‘Depreciation, Extension and Im- 
provement Fund,”’ which shall be used for 
the purpose of paying the principal of and 
interest on the Bonds, in the event the 
moneys in the Bond and Interest Redemp- 
tion Fund, including the Bond Reserve Ac- 
count, are insufficient therefor. The excess 
moneys in said Fund, not required for the 
foregoing purposes, may be used for the 
purpose of making extraordinary repairs, 
renewals, replacements, renovations, bet- 
terments, or for extending or improving 
the automobile parking facilities herein 
authorized, or for acquiring and construct- 
ing additional off-street automobile parking 
facilities ; provided, however, that moneys 
in said Fund may be used to acquire and 
construct additional off-street automobile 
parking facilities, the cost of which ex- 
ceeds Twenty-five Thousand Dollars ($25,- 
000), only after receiving from an inde- 
pendent engineer or engineering firm, hav- 
ing a national reputation in parking and 
traffic problems, recommendations that such 
additional facilities will benefit the System. 
The excess moneys not used or to be used 
for the foregoing purposes may be trans- 
ferred by the City Council into the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund. 


Out of the remaining Revenues in the 
Receiving Fund, there shall be deposited 
in the Depreciation, Extension and Im- 
provement Fund, after provision has been 
made for the requirements of the Opera- 
tion and Maintenance Fund and the Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund, including 
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the Bond Reserve Account, monthly in- 
stallments of Three Thousand Dollars 
($8,000.00), or such greater sum as the 
City Council may fix from time to time. 


(C) TREATMENT OF DEFICITS AND 
PREFERENCE IN TRANSFER FROM 
OTHER FUNDS. In the event that moneys 
in the Receiving Fund are insufficient to 
provide for the current requirements of 
the Operation and Maintenance Fund or 
the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund, 
any moneys and securities in the other 
Funds shall be transferred first to the Oper- 
ation and Maintenance Fund and second 
to the Bond and Interest Redemption Fund 
to the extent of any deficits therein. 


SECTION 17. SURPLUS REVENUES 


Any revenues remaining in the Receiving 
Fund at the end of any operating year, 
after satisfying all requirements of the 
Operation and Maintenance Fund, Bond 
and Interest Redemption Fund, including 
the Bond Reserve Account, and Deprecia- 
tion, Extension and Improvement Fund, 
shall be deemed to be surplus and such 
moneys may, at the option of the City 
Council, either be transferred to the afore- 
mentioned Funds, or may be used for such 
purpose or purposes as the City Council 
may determine to be for the best interests 
of the City of Lansing, including but not 
by way of limitation traffic control and 
the establishment of an Operation and 
Maintenance Reserve Fund, into which 
there may be set asidé such amounts as 
are adequate to provide for the payment 
of administration and operation and main- 
tenance for a period not exceeding two 
months. 


SECTION 18. DEPOSIT AND INVEST- 
MENT OF MONEYS OF THE SYSTEM 


All moneys in the several Funds estab- 
lished in Sections 15, 16 and 17 shall be 
deposited at one or more Depository Banks 
to be designated by the City Council and 
shall be held in trust by the City solely for 
the purposes specified in this Ordinance. 
A Depository Bank may also be a Paying 
Agent Bank. Moneys in the several Funds 
and in any Account or Accounts in such 
Funds established by this Ordinance, may 
be invested in United States Government 
obligations maturing at such times as 
will enable the payments from said Funds 
or Accounts to be promptly made in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of this 
Ordinance, but in no event later than five 
years from the date of the investment; pro- 
vided, however, that in the event of any 
contingencies requiring immediate use of 
moneys in any of such Funds or Accounts 
prior to the maturity of any such obliga- 
tions and in the event of a deficiency in 
the moneys then in any of such Funds or 
Accounts, the necessary amount of such 
obligations shall be sold in order to pro- 
vide moneys to meet such deficiency. The 
income derived from investments in United 
States Government obligations shall be 
credited to the Fund from which the mon- 
eys for such investments were obtained. 


NOVEMBER 8, 1965 


In the event of such investment, the secur- 
ity representing the same shall be kept on 
deposit with the bank having the deposit 
of such Funds or Accounts from which 
the moneys for the investment were taken. 


SECTION 19. PROCEEDS OF SALE OF 
ADDITIONAL BONDS 


The proceeds of sale of Additional Bonds 
sold from time to time as herein provided 
and the accrued interest and premium 
thereon, if any, received at the time of 
delivery thereof shall be deposited in a 
Depository Bank in the manner set forth 
in Section 15 of this Ordinance. The 
moneys received from the sale of the Ad- 
ditional Bonds, other than the Revenue Re- 
funding Bonds, shall be used to pay the 
cost of additions to the facilities of the 
System, including any engineering, legal 
and other expenses incident thereto, and 
including also the payment of the interest 
on such bonds during the period permitted 
by applicable law and as determined by 
the City, and the amount, if any, required 
for administration and operation and main- 
tenance prior to the receipt of the first Rev- 
enues of such additional facilities, if per- 
mitted by applicable law; provided, how- 
ever, that any unexpended balance of the 
Proceeds of the sale of any such Additional 
Bonds remaining after the payment of the 
above costs, expenses and interest, shall 
be expended in the manner permited by ap- 
plicable law, and if there is no provision 
of law then applicable, the unexpended 
balance shall be deposited in the Bond 
Reserve Account, 


SECTION 20. COVENANTS OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING 


The City of Lansing covenants and 
agrees with the holders of the Bonds from 
time to time and at any time outstanding 
hereunder that, so long as any of the 
Bonds remain outstanding hereunder: 


(a) The City of Lansing will proceed with 
all reasonable dispatch to initiate con- 
struction and to complete the construction 
of the facilities, the costs of construction 
of which are to be paid in whole or in 
part from the Series 1966 Bonds, 


(b) The City will maintain the System 
in good repair and working order and will 
operate the same efficiently and will faith- 
fully and punctually perform all duties 
with reference to the System now or 
hereafter required by the Constitution and 
laws of the State of Michigan. The City 
will, from time to time, make all needful 
and proper repairs, replacements and 
additions to the facilities and equipment 
of the System, so that it may at all times 
be operated properly and advantageously 
and, whenever any equipment or facility 
of the System shall become worn out, 
destroyed or otherwise unfit for proper 
use, it shall be promptly replaced or re- 
paired, so that the value and efficiency of 
the System shall at all times be fully 
maintained and its revenues unimpaired. 
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(c) Rates for services furnished by the 
System shall be fixed, maintained and re- 
vised from time to time so as to be suffici- 
ent at all times to produce Revenues suf- 
ficient to provide for the payment of the 
expenses of administration and operation 
and for the payment of such expenses for 
the maintenance of the System as may be 
necessary to preserve the same in good 
repair and working order and so as to 
produce Net Revenues at least equal to one 
hundred fifty per centum (150%) of the 
amount required to be deposited in each 
year into the Bond and Interest Redemp- 
tion Fund, excluding the Bond Reserve Ac- 
count, which percentage is hereby deter- 
mined to be necessary in order to provide 
for the payment of the principal of and 
interest on all Bonds payable therefrom, 
as and when the same become due and 
payable, and to provide for the maintenance 
of the reserves therefor as required in this 
Ordinance and to provide for such other 
expenditures and Funds for the System 
as this Ordinance requires. 


(d) The City will install, maintain and 
keep proper books of record and account, 
separate entirely from other records and 
accounts of the City, in which shall be 
made full and correct entries of all trans- 
actions relating to the System. Not later 
than three (3) months after the closing of 
each operating year, the City Council shall 
cause to be prepared, on forms to be furn- 
ished by the Municipal Finance Commis- 
sion, a statement in reasonable detail, 
sworn to by its chief accounting officer, 
showing the cash income and disbursements 
of the System during such operating year 
and the assets and liabilities of the same 
at the beginning and close of such year. 
A certified copy of such statement shall be 
filed with the Municipal Finance Commis- 
sion, not later than three (3) months after 
the close of such operating year. Such 
Statement shall, at all reasonable times 
during usual business hours, be open to 
examination and inspection at the office 
of the City Controller by any taxpayer of 
the City of Lansing, by any user of the 
services furnished by the System, or by 
any holder or owner of Bonds, or anyone 
acting in their behalf. The City shall also 
cause to be prepared by its chief account- 
ing officer, not later than one month after 
the close of each quarter, a quarterly 
financial report of the System, and not 
later than three months after the close of 
each operating year the City shall obtain 
from a certified public accountant an audit 
report of the annual audit which shall in- 
clude comments of such certified public 
accountant as to the observance by the 
City of the accounting requirements set 
out in the Ordinance, a list of insurance 
policies and a recitation of the number 
of on-street meters and off-street facilities. 
Such annual audit report shall at all rea- 
sonable times during usual business hours 
be open to examination and inspection at 
the Office of the City Controller by any 
taxpayer in the City of Lansing, by any 
user of the services furnished by the Sys- 
tem, or by any holder or owner of Bonds 
or anyone acting in their behalf. Certified 
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copies of such quarterly financial reports 
and such annual audit reports shall be sent 
to the holders of the Bonds who request 
the same in writing. 


(e) (i) The City will, with respect to 
the construction of the System, the costs 
of construction of which are to be paid 
in whole or in part from the proceeds of 
Series 1966 Bonds, and any Additional 
Bonds of equal standing, require the con- 
tractor to provide for the protection of 
the City and the holders of the Bonds and 
such Additional Bonds as may be issued, 
a performance and payment bond in the 
amount of one hundred per centum (100%) 
with such sureties as may be determined 
by the City Council and containing such 
terms and conditions as the City Council 
may deem necessary and advisable, and 
“builders risk insurance,’”’ under policies 
with standard extended coverage endorse- 
ments, all such policies to be issued by 
responsible insurers in amounts not less 
than the full insurable value of the facility 
of the System under construction, as de- 
termined from time to time by the insurer. 


(ii) The City will keep, or cause to be 
kept insured for its benefit all facilities of 
the System from the operation of which 
revenues are derived, against loss by fire, 
hail, windstorm, lightning and other dam- 
age, including vandalism, under policies 
with standard extended coverage endorse- 
ments issued by responsible insurers. Such 
insurance shal] be obtained by the City to 
the extent normally obtained by prudent 
operators of similar systems. 


Upon the occurrence of any damage 
covered by insurance required by para- 
graphs (i) and (ii) of this subsection, the 
City of Lansing, unless it shal]! call for 
redemption in accordance with the terms 
of this Ordinance al] Bonds then outstand- 
ing, in its sole discreation, and as it may 
deem advisable (A) shall use the proceeds 
of such insurance promptly to restore the 
properties so destroyed or damaged; or 
(B) may erect and equip, or substitute, in 
place of the facility damaged or destroyed, 
other facilities which produce Revenues 
camparable to those produced by the facil- 
ity damaged or destroyed and shall subject 
to this Ordinace all Revenues derived from 
such other facility; or (C) if the facility 
damaged or destroyed was, at the time of 
damage or destruction unserviceable, in- 
adequate, obsolete, worn out or unfit to 
be used, or no longer required for use in 
connection with the security and payment 
for the Bonds, the City of Lansing may 
either apply the proceeds of such insur- 
ance to purchase property which shall be- 
come a part of the System, or may de- 
posit such proceeds in the Bond and In- 
terest Redemption Fund, if there be a 
deficiency therein, or in the Bond Reserve 
Account, or in the Depreciation, Extension 
and Improvement Fund established in this 
Ordinance, 


(iii) The City of Lansing shall obtain 
and maintain in effect “‘husiness interrup- 
tion insurance” on the System, if such 
Insurance can be obtained at a reasonable 
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‘cost, in an amount sufficient to enable 


the City to deposit in the Receiving Fund, 
out of the proceeds of such insurance, an 
amount equal to the sum that would nor- 
mally have been available for deposit in 
said Fund from the Revenues of the dam- 
aged facility during the time the same is 
non-productive of Revenues, and the pro- 
ceeds from such insurance shall be so de- 
posited by the City. 


(iv) In order to protect the City of 
Lansing against claims arising out of per- 
sonal injury or property damage to any 
user of the System or to any other party, 
for which the City may be sued and held 
liable, the City will obtain and maintain 
in effect liability insurance to the extent 
normally obtained by prudent operators of 
similar systems, 


(v) The proceeds from the foregoing 
insurance policies shall be made payable 
to the City of Lansing and all moneys 
collected on account of loss under such 
policies of insurance shall be held in 
trust by the City and used only as provided 
herein. 


(vi) All insurance policies shall be 
available for inspection at the office of the 
City Controller by the holders of the Bonds 
and their representatives, at all reasonable 
times. 


(f) The City of Lansing will neither take 
action nor cause any action to be taken, 
to alter or change the ownership, manage- 
ment, and control of the System or any 
part thereof, including any improved or 
unimproved land appurtenant or adjacent 
thereto and necessary for the use or opera- 
tion thereof; provided, however, that the 
City may from time to time sell or other- 
wise dispose of such properties which 
have been determined by the City to be 
unserviceable, inadequate, obsolete, worn 
out, unfit to be used or no longer required 
for use in the operation of the System. 
The moneys received by the City from 
the sale or other disposition may, in the 
discretion of the City Council, be used 
either to acquire or construct properties 
which shall be added to the System, or shall 
be deposited in the Bond Reserve Account 
or in the Depreciation, Extension and Im- 
provement Fund. 


(gz) The City will maintain parking 
meters, make and enforce parking regula- 
tions and collect rates therefrom in the 
manner required by this Ordinance on all 
public streets where said parking meters 
are located as of the date of the passage 
of this Ordinance and on all other streets 
where parking meters shall hereafter be 
located, until all of the Bonds have been 
paid in full as to both principal and in- 
terest. This covenant shall not be con- 
strued to prohibit removal or changes 
in location of said parking meters made 
necessary by street widenings or street 
closings or to meet other traffic control 
requirements, reasonable variations of time 
limits for parking or substitutions or 
changes in location of parking meters for 
necessary traffic control, all of which 
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changes, variations or substitutions shall 
first be approved by the City Traffic Board 
in writing and certified by it to the City 
Council to be necessary, such certification 
to include a finding that any and all of 
such changes, variations or substitutions 
would not have reduced the Net Revenues 
of the System for the preceding fiscal year 
below on hundred fifty per centum (150%) 
of the then current year’s principal and 
interest requirements on the Bonds. 


(h) The City of Lansing shall not create 
or cause to be created any lien, pledge, 
charge or other encumbrance on the Reve- 
nues of the System other than those created 
herein. The City covenants and agrees to 
make prompt payment of al] lawful claims 
for labor, material and supplies in con- 
nection with the construction of the Sys- 
tem, or any part thereof, to discharge said 
claims, which, if unpaid, might become a 
lien or encumbrance on the System and the 
Revenues thereof, or which may in any 
respect impair the security for the Bonds. 


(i) The City of Lansing shall pay, or 
shall cause to be paid, but only from the 
Revenues of the System, the principal, 
interest and premium on all the Bonds 
issued in accordance herewith, at the 
places, on the dates and in the manner 
specified, according to the terms and true 
intent hereof. 


(j) The City of Lansing shall not directly 
or indirectly extend or assent to the ex- 
tension of the time of payment of any 
of the coupons and will not, directly or 
indirectly, be a party to, or approve, any 
such arrangements, by the purchase or 
funding of the coupons, or in any other 
manner. 


(k) The City of Lansing shall not fur- 
nish any free service of the System to 
any person, firm or corporation, public or 
private, or to any public agency or in- 
strumentality. The City further covenants 
that the reasonable cost and value of any 
service of the System, rendered to the 
City shall be charged against the City and 
shall be paid for as the service accrues 
from the City’s current funds and from 
the proceeds of taxes which the City, within 
constitutional, statutory and charter limita- 
tions, is authorized and required to levy in 
an amount sufficient for that purpose, and 
such charges, when so paid, shall be ac- 
counted for in the same manner as Reve- 
nues of the System. 


1) The City of Lansing covenants and 
agrees that the salaries, compensation, 
fees and wages paid in connection with the 
acquisition and construction of the Sys- 
tem and its subsequent administration and 
operation and maintenance shall be rea- 
sonable, and no more than would be paid 
for like services by a private party in the 
general vicinity, and that no more persons 
shall be employed than will be necessary. 


(m) The City of Lansing agrees to em- 
ploy an independent engineer or engineer- 
ing firm (‘Engineer’), who shall be rec- 
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ognized generally as having special skill and 
expertise in parking and traffic problems 
and who shall, at least once every two 
years make such inspections of the System 
and examinations of the City’s parking and 
traffic requirements as may be directed by 
the City Council and who shall make rec- 
ommendations to the City in respect of the 
administration and operation and main- 
tenance of the System, including repairs, 
replacements and betterments thereto and 
the acqusition and construction of new 
facilities for said System and an estimate 
of the cost of same. The City shall take 
all reasonable steps to carry out the rec- 
ommendations of the Engineer. The City 
agrees to furnish to the original purchaser 
of the Bonds and any holder thereof, upon 
the written request of such holder, a copy 
of the Engineer’s recommendations, 


(n) The City of Lansing shall at all 
times, insofar as it may be authorized by 
law, adopt, make, do, execute, acknowl- 
edge, deliver, file and record such further 
ordinances, resolutions, acts, and other in- 
struments, papers and documents, as may 
be necessary or desirable to fully effectu- 
ate the purposes of this Ordinance. 


(o) The City of Lansing shall do and 
perform or cause to be done and per- 
formed, all acts and things required by 
the Constitution and laws of the State 
of Michigan, this Ordinance, supplemental 
ordinances, such resolutions as the City 
Council may adopt and the Bonds and 
coupons thereto attached, in accordance 
with the terms of such provisions. 


(p) None of the covenants and agree- 
ments contained in this Section 20 except 
those contained in subsection (k) shall be 
construed to require the expenditure by 
the City of Lansing of any moneys other 
than Revenues of the System and the pro- 
ceeds from the sale of the Bonds, includ- 
ing the proceeds from the sale of such 
Additional Bonds and Revenue Refunding 
ene as may hereafter be authorized and 
issued.

facilities. For a complete statement of the

This Bond is a self-liquidating Bond and 
is not a general obligation of the City of 
Lansing, and does not constitute an in- 
debtedness of the City of Lansing within 
any constitutional or statutory limitation, 
The principal hereof and the interest 
hereon are payable solely from the Net 
Revenues of the City of Lansing Automo- 
bile Parking System, the same being the 
gross revenues of said System, after provi- 
sion has been made for the payment there- 
from of the reasonable and necessary ex- 
penses of administration and operation and 
maintenance of said System, which Net 
Revenues have been and hereby are ir- 
revocably pledged for the payment of this 
Bond in accordance with the provisions of 
the aforesaid Ordinance.

SECTION 22. ADDITIONAL BONDS 


(a) So long as any of the Bonds are 
outstanding, the City of Lansing will not 
issue Additional Bonds payable from the 
Revenues of the System pari passu with 
the Series 1966 Bonds unless: 


(i) The Revenues from the additional 
facilities to be acquired and constructed 
from the proceeds of the sale of such 
Additional Bonds are required to be paid 
into the Receiving Fund and pledged to 
the payment of all Bonds, as herein pro- 
vided; and 


(ii) there shall be no deficiencies then 
existing in any of the several Funds 
created by this Ordinance, and no default 
in the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the Bonds; and 


(iii) either (A) the Net Revenues of the 
System for the operating year immediately 
preceding that in which the Additional 
Bonds are to be issued shall have been 
equal to one hundred forty per centum 
(140%) of the highest annual debt service 
requirement of all Bonds then outstanding 
and the Additional Bonds then being 
issued, occurring only during the life of 
all Bonds then outstanding; or (B) the 
estimated average annual Net Revenues of 
the System, including the facilities to ke 
acquired and constructed in whole or in 
part from the proceeds of the sale of such 
Additional Bonds for the two operating 
years immediately succeeding the time 
when the acquisition and the construction 
of such facilities shall have been substanti- 
ally completed, shall be equal to one 
hundred sixty per centum (160%) of the 
highest estimated annual debt service re- 
quirement on all Bonds then outstanding 
and the Additional Bonds then being is- 
sued, occurring only during the life of 
all Bonds then outstanding. For the pur- 
poses of subpart (B) of this subsection 
(iii), the determination of such estimates 
shall be made by an independent traffic 
engineer of national repute who shall be 
selected by the City Council. Interest and 
principal payments maturing on July 1 
shall be considered requirements of the 
preceding operating year; and 


(iv) the ordinance authorizing the is- 
suance of the Additional Bonds shall pro- 
vide that said Additional Bonds shall be 
subject to the provisions of this Ordinance, 
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and the maturity date or dates of such 
Additional Bonds shall be July 1 and the 
interest payment dates thereof shall be 
January 1 and July 1, and the holders of 
such Additional Bonds shall be entitled to 
all the rights, benefits and security under 
this Ordinance to which the holders of the 
Series 1966 Bonds are entitled. (The term 
“debt service requirement’? used in sub- 
section (a) (iii) of this Section 22 shall 
mean the amount required to be set aside 
in the Bond and Interest Redemption 
Fund excluding the Bond Reserve Account 
in such periods; as provided herein.) 


(b) Notwithstanding any of the limita- 
tions of this Section 22, the City of Lan- 
sing may issue Additional Bonds having 
equal standing with the Series 1966 Bonds 
for the purpose of raising funds to pay 
for any part of the cost of completion of 
the facilities authorized by Section 3 
hereof in the event the Series 1966 Bonds 
authorized hereunder shall prove to be 
in sufficient therefor; provided, however, 
that no such Additional Bonds shall be 
issued unless and until the Engineer or 
architect in charge of the construction of 
such facilities shall certify to the City 
Council the amounts already expended for 
such facilities and the amounts necessary 
to complete such facilities and state that 
in his opinion the issuance of such Addi- 
tional Bonds will not jeopardize the pay- 
ment of the principal and interest of the 
bonds. 


(c) Notwithstanding any of the limita- 
tions of this Section 22, the City of Lan- 
sing reserves the right to issue and negoti- 
ate new bonds for the purpose of provid- 
ing for the retirement, in whole or in 
part, of the outstanding Bonds, which 
Bonds have matured or will mature within 
three months from the date of delivery of 
and payment for such refunding bonds, 
and for the payment of which there are 
insufficient funds in the Bond and Interest 
Redemption Fund, and the City may also, 
pursuant to applicable statutory provi- 
sions, issue and negotiate new bonds for 
the purpose of providing for the retire- 
ment, in whole or in part, of the outstand- 
ing Bonds maturing at any time; provided, 
however, that the provisions of subpar- 
agraph (a) (ii) and subpart (A) of sub- 
paragraph (a) (iii) and subparagraph (a) 
(iv) of this Section 22 shall apply to the 
issuance of such new bonds. Such new 
bonds shall be called “Revenue Refunding 
Bonds,’”’ and, except as in the refunding 
ordinance otherwise provided, shall be 
secured to the same extent and shall have 
the same source of payment as the Bonds 
which have been refunded thereby. Said 
Revenue Refunding Bonds shall be issued 
in all other respects in accordance with 
the provisions of the law applicable thereto. 


SECTION 23. REMEDIES OF BOND- 
HOLDERS 


The holder or holders of the Bonds repre- 
senting in the aggregate not less than 
twenty per centum (20%) of the entire 
issue then outstanding may, either at law 
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or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, 
or other proceedings, protect and enforce 
the statutory lien set forth in Section 
11 of this Ordinance and enforce and 
compel the performance of all duties 
of the officials of the City of Lansing, in- 
cluding the fixing of sufficient Rates, the 
collection of Revenues, the proper segrega- 
tion of Revenues and the proper application 
thereof ; provided, however, that said statu- 
tory lien shall not be construed to give any 
holder or owner of any Bonds or coupons 
authority to compel the sale of the Sys- 
tem, the Revenues of which are pledged 
thereto. 


SECTION 24. DISCHARGE OF CITY’S 
OBLIGATIONS UNDER ORDINANCE 


The obligations of the City of Lansing 
under this Ordinance and the liens, pledges, 
covenants and agreements of the City 
herein made or provided for, shall be fully 
discharged and satisfied as to any Bonds 
authorized and issued hereunder, and said 
Bonds shall no longer be deemed outstand- 
ing hereunder, if the said Bonds shall have 
been purchased by the City, or as to the 
said Bonds not theretofore purchased by 
the City, when payment of the principal 
thereof and interest thereon to the date 
of maturity or redemption thereof, to- 
gether with any applicable redemption 
premium payable thereon upon such re- 
demption, (a) shall have been made or 
caused to be made in accordance with the 
terms thereof; or (b) shall have been 
provided by depositing with the respective 
Paying Agent Banks therefor, in trust 
solely for such payment (i) sufficient 
moneys to make such payment or (ii) direct 
general obligations of, or obligations the 
payment of the principal and interest of 
which are unconditionally guaranteed by, 
the United States of America (herein re- 
ferred to as “Government Obligations,’’) 
maturing as to principal and interest in 
such amount and at such times as will 
insure the availability of sufficient moneys 
to make such payment and the said Bonds 
shall cease to draw interest from the date 
of their redemption or maturity and, ex- 
cept for the purposes of such payment, 
shall no longer be entitled to the benefits 
of this Ordinance, and the holder thereof 
shall thereafter have recourse to said de- 
posit alone, and in no event to the City, 
for the payment of the said Bonds and the 
coupons pertaining thereto; provided that, 
with respect to the said Bonds which may 
be redeemed by their terms prior to the 
stated maturities thereof, no deposit under 
(b) above shall constitute such discharge 
and satisfaction as aforesaid, unless the 
said Bonds shall have been called for re- 
demption on the first redemvtion date 
thereof if the said Bonds are not then 
immediately redeemable, or, as to any of 
the said Bonds which are then immediately 
redeemable, such deposit shall have been 
made either within forty-five days of the 
date fixed for their redemption or within 
one year of their stated maturity; and 
provided further, as to all the said Bonds 
to be redeemed prior to their stated matur- 
ities, notice of such redemption shall have 
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been given or irrevocable provision shall 
have been made for the giving of such 
notice. Any such moneys so deposited with 
the aforesaid Paying Agent Bank as pro- 
vided in this section may at the direction 
of the City be invested and reinvested in 
Government Obligations, maturing in the 
amounts and times as hereinbefore set 
forth, and all income from all such Govern- 
ment Obligations in the hands of the afore- 
said Paying Agent Bank which does not 
represent a return of principal or capital 
invested and which is not required for the 
payment of the said Bonds and interest and 
premium thereon with respect to which 
such moneys shall have been so deposited, 
shall be paid to the City as and when 
realized and collected. 


SECTION 25. MISCELLANEOUS PRO- 
VISIONS 


(a) During the period of construction the 
City of Lansing agrees to furnish to the 
Depository Bank, to the original purchaser 
of the Bonds and to any holder of any of 
the Bonds, at the written request of such 
holder, a progress report at the end of 
each three months’ period. Such report is 
to include a statement of the actual cost 
of construction in relation to the cost 
estimates and the percentage of the com- 
pletion of the facilities of the System in 
relation to the construction schedule. The 
City agrees to advise the original pur- 
chaser of the Bonds and such persons as 
may be designated by such original pur- 
chaser of any change in the plan of con- 
struction or the progress made which 
might involve delay in the completion of 
the Project. 


(b) The City of Lansing may at any 
time change its Depository Bank, in which 
event the City covenants and agrees to 
appoint a successor Depository Bank. 


(c) The City of Lansing may from time 
to time amend this Ordinance to cure any 
ambiguity or formal defect or omission 
herein. This Ordinance may also. be 
amended, in any respect, with the written 
consent of the holders of not less than two- 
thirds in principal amount of the Bonds 
then outstanding, not held by the City; 
provided, however, that no amendment shall 
permit any change in the two-thirds re- 
quirement necessary to effect an amend- 
ment to this Ordinance, any change in the 
pledge of the Revenues of the System, or 
in the maturity of any Bond or coupon 
issued hereunder, or in the redemption 
date or dates of any Bond, or in the rate 
of interest thereon, or in the amount of 
the principal obligation thereof, or in the 
amount of the redemption premium pay- 
able in the case of redemption thereof, or 
any other modification in the terms of 
the payment of such principal or, interest 
without the written consent of the holder 
of such Bond so affected, or permit a 
change in the duties of the Paying Agent 
Bank without its consent. 


(d) The City will not permit a compet- 
ing parking facility on any property owned 
by it. 
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(e) The provisions of this Ordinance shall 
constitute a contract with the holder or 
holders of the Bonds authorized to be 
issued hereunder, or any of them. 


(f) If at any time, pursuant to statutory 
authority, the City of Lansing leases any 
part of the off-street automobile parking 
facilities or the air rights above such park- 
ing facilities, for commercial use, all lease 
rentals derived by the City therefrom will 
be deposited in the Receiving Fund as re- 
ceived. If at the time such lease is ex- 
ecuted the parking facilities covered there- 
by have been in prior operation by the City, 
the total estimated net income of such 
parking facilities to the City following such 
lease, including such lease rentals, shall 
not be less than the total net income 
thereof to the City prior to such lease. 


SECTION 26. EFFECT OF INVALID- 
ITY OF ANY PART OF THIS ORDI- 
NANCE 


If any section, paragraph, clause or pro- 
vision of this Ordinance shall be held in- 
valid, the invalidity of such section, para- 
graph, clause or provision shall not affect 
any of the other provisions of this Ordi- 
nance. 


SECTION 27. HEADINGS OF SEC- 
TIONS NOT CONTROLLING 


The headings of sections of this Ordi- 
nance are set forth herein for convenience 
of reference only and shall not affect the 
construction or interpretation of this Ordi- 
nance or of any section thereof, 


SECTION 28. JOINT PARKING PROJ- 
ECTS 


Pursuant to the applicable statutory 
authority and provisions contained in any 
ordinance authorizing Additional Bonds, 
the City may enter into joint parking 
projects with the State of Michigan. 


SECTION 29. PUBLICATION AND 
EFFECTIVENESS OF THIS ORDINANCE

(d) The term “Slum” means any area 
where dwellings predominate which, 
by reason of dilapidation, overcrowd- 
ing, faulty arrangement or design, 
lack of ventilation, light or sanitation 
facilities, or any combination of these 
factors, are deterimental to safety, 
health or morals. 


Section 2. The Municipality agrees that 
with respect to any Project, so long as 
either (a) such Project is used for low- 
rent housing purposes, or (b) any con- 
tracts between the Municipality, acting 
by and through the Commission, and the 
PHA for loans or annual contributions, or 
both, in connection with such Project shall 
remain in force and effect, or (c) any 
bonds issued in connection with such 
Project shall remain outstanding, which- 
ever period is the longest, the Municipality 
will not levy or impose any real or per- 
sonal property taxes upon such Project or 
upon the Commission with respect thereto. 


During such period, the Commission shall 
make annual payments to the Municipality 
(hereinafter called ‘“‘Payments in Lieu of 
Taxes’’) in lieu of such taxes and in pay- 
ment for public services and facilities furn- 
ished for or with respect to such Project. 
Each such annual Payment in Lieu of 
Taxes shall be made after the end of the 
fiscal year established for such Project and 
shall be in an amount equal to either (a) 
ten per cent (10%) of the aggregate 
Shelter Rent charged by the Commission 
in respect to such Project during such 
fiscal year or (b) the amount permitted to 
be paid by applicable state law in effect 
on the effective date of this resolution, 
whichever amount is the lower; provided, 
however, that upon failure of the Com- 
mission to make any such Payment in Lieu 
of Taxes, no lien against any Project or 
assets of the Commission shall attach.

or insanitary dwelling unit, the elimina-

Section 4. During the period commencing 
with the date of the acquisition of any part

(b) any contract between the Municipality, 
acting by and through the Commission, 
and the PHA for loans or annual contri- 
butions, or both, with respect to such 
Project shall remain in force and effect, or 
(c) any bonds issued in connection with 
such Project shall remain outstanding, 
whichever period is the longest, the Mu- 
Nicipality, without cost or charge to the 
Commission or the tenants of such Project 
hel than the Payments in lieu of Taxes) 
shall: 


(a) Furnish or cause to be furnished to 
the Commission and the tenants of 
such Project public services and facili- 
ties of the same character and to the 
same extent as are furnished from 
time to time without cost or charge 
to other dwellings and inhabitants in 
the Municipality ; 


(b) Vacate such streets, roads, and alleys 
within the area of such project as may 
be necessary in the development there- 
of, and without charge, transfer to the 
Commission jurisdiction of any inter- 
est the Municipality may have in such 
vacated area; and insofar as it is law- 
fully able to do so without cost or ex- 
pense to the Commission and/or to the 
Municipality, cause to be removed 
from such vacated areas, insofar as 
it may be necessary, all public or pri- 
vate utility lines and equipment; 


(c) Insofar as the Municipality may law- 
fully do so, grant such waivers of 
the building code of the Municipality 
as are reasonable and necessary to 
promote economy and efficiency in the 
development and administration of 
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such Project; and make such changes 
in any zoning of the site and sur- 
rounding territory of such Project as 
are reasonable and necessary for the 
development and protection thereof; 


(d) Accept grants of easements necessary 
for the development of such Project; 
and 


(e) Cooperate with the Commission by such 
other lawful action or ways as the 
Municipality and Commission may find 
necessary in connection with the de- 
velopment and administration of such 
Project. 


Section 5. In respect to any Project, the 
Municipality further agrees that within 
a reasonable time after receipt of a writ- 
ten request therefor from the Commission: 


(a) It will accept the dedication of all in- 
terior streets, roads, alleys, and ad- 
jacent sidewalks within the area of 
such Project after the Commission, out 
of Project development funds, has com- 
pleted the grading, improvement, and 
paving thereof in accordance with 
specifications acceptable to the Mun- 
icipality ; and 


(b) It will accept necessary dedications of 
land for, and will grade, improve, 
pave, and provide sidewalks for, all 
streets bounding such Project or neces- 
sary to provide adequate access there- 
to (in consideration whereof the Com- 
mission shall pay to the Municipality 
as Project development costs such 
amount as would be assessed against 
the Project site for work if it were 
privately owned); and 


(c) It will provide, or cause to be pro- 
vided, water mains, and storm and 
sanitary sewer mains, leading to such 
Project and _ serving the bounding 
streets thereof (in consideration where- 
of the Commission shall pay to the 
Municipality as Project development 
costs such amount as would be assessed 
against the Project site if it were pri- 
vately owned). 


Section 6. If the Municipality shall, 
within a reasonable time after written 
notice from the Commission, fail or refuse 
to furnish or cause to be furnished any of 
the services or facilities which it is ob- 
ligated hereunder to furnish or cause to be 
furnished to the Commission or to any 
Project, then the Commission upon ob- 
taining such services or facilities, elsewhere 
shall deduct the cost therefor from any 
Payments in Lieu of Taxes due or to be- 
come due to the Municipality in respect 
to any Project or any other low-rent hous- 
ing Projects assisted or owned by the PHA. 


Section 7. The Municipality agrees that 
so long as any contract between the Mu- 
nicality, acting by and through the Com- 
mission, and PHA for loans (including 
preliminary loans) or annual contributions,

remain in force and effect, or so long as 
any bonds issued in connection with such 
Project shall remain outstanding, this 
resolution shall be regarded as a contract 
and shall not be abrogated, changed, or 
modified without the consent of the PHA.

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C. Provide an improved intercommunicat- 
ing line with adequate capacity to handle 
the intradepartmental communications.

Increased monthly charge: -__--....- $383.25 


II. Existing telephone directory listings 
for City Hall are confusing and non-func- 
tional. A completely revamped directory 
layout is essential. Directory listings are 
published at the rate of .75 per line. 
request permission for the Mayor’s Execu- 
tive Assistant and myself to be given 
joint authority for implementing a new 
directory layout. 


III. Parks and Recreation activity in- 
formation calls are causing serious over- 
loads to the existing system. 


It is recommended that further study 
leading to the creation of an automatic 
announcing system be implemented. 


IV. The primary City Hall telephone 
system cannot accomodate the present pro- 
liferation of extension phones. While it 
is recognized that “fa phone on every desk” 
provides convenience and status, the pre- 
sent accumulation of extensions is grossly 
out of balance and detrimental to effective 
operation. It is recommended that further 
study of this problem be implemented with 
authority given to eliminate all exten- 
sions excepting those vital to the City’s 
business as determined by the phone com- 
pany’s analyst. 


After lengthy and careful consideration, 
I coneur with the above and recommend 
early enactment of all of the recommenda- 
tions.

The aerial photo which was made 
in 1961 shows this development. 


There is no law or ordinance at the pre- 
sent time which would require the owner 
of a legal ‘“‘non-conforming use” to provide 
a fence between his property and abutting- 
residential property.

As you are aware, personnel of the Lan- 
sing Police Department, during the period 
November 17 through November 24, have 
been required to serve substantial hours 
of overtime duty. This emergency service 
has been necessitated by the picketing and 
related activities of certain construction 
industry labor organizations which have 
required special police services in order 
to maintain law and order and to pro- 
tect the public safety. 


While the City’s established policy is 
to reimburse salaried personnel for over- 
time service on an equivalent compensa- 
tory time-off basis, it is obvious that, in 
this instance, a total of 3,145 overtime 
man-hours cannot be handled as compen- 
satory time-off without incurring a further 
disruption of essential Public Safety ser- 
vices. Accordingly, I recommend for the 
Committee’s consideration, the following: 


I—That the time period November 17 
through November 24, 1965, be recog- 
nized as a special public safety emer- 
gency period requiring unusual and 
substantially extended uniformed po- 
lice personnel man-hours of overtime 
service. 


I]—That for this time period only, over- 
time duty hours in a total amount of 
3,145.5 as officially recorded upon po- 
lice deparment time records shall be 
compensated for on a paid straight 
time basis through and including the 
Police Captain VI classifications and 
that the hourly equivalents of each 
officers annual rate shall be the com- 
putation factor. 


IlI—That such equivalent monetary com- 
pensation shall be recognized as spe- 
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cial compensation identified with a 
specific public safety emergency and 
that all other overtime duty shall con- 
tinue to be compensated for on an 
equivalent time-off basis as Police De- 
partment operations permit. 


I believe that these recommendations 
provided a fair and equitable solution to 
an emergency problem which should be 
resolved expeditiously.

5. On the basis of information furnished 
to the board, the fees now charged in 
Lansing are substantially lower than 
those in many other Michigan cities.

Based 
on this discussion, the Board moved that 
co-terminus with the increase in fees the 
Zoning Ordinance be amended as follows: 


Whenever any area is annexed to the 
City of Lansing one of the following con- 
ditions will apply. 


1. Land that is zoned previous to annexa- 
tion shall be classified as being in which- 
ever district of this ordinance most 
closely conforming with the zoning that 
existed prior to annexation, such class- 
ification to be recommended for an in- 
terim period by the Planning Board to 
the City Council and the Council to 
approve same by resolution. The Plan- 
ning Board shall recommend the ap- 
propriate zoning districts for such area 
within three (3) months after effective 
date of annexation. 


2. Land not zoned prior to annexation 
shall be classified into whichever district 
of the ordinance most closely conform- 
ing with the existing use of the an- 
nexed area or in accordance with the 
Master Plan in the case of vacant land.

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing is hereby amended by 
adding thereto a new Chapter, to be desig- 
nated “Chapter 29A—COMMUNITY AN- 
TENNA TELEVISION” to read as follows: 


CHAPTER 29A 
COMMUNITY ANTENNA TELEVISION 


Sec. 29A-1. Definitions. As used in this 
Chapter, the following words and terms 
shall have the following meanings: 


(a) The term “community antenna tele- 
vision’? means (i) the business of trans- 
mission and distribution of television 
signals by means of cable or wire to 
any person or persons located inside 
the City of Lansing, or (ii) the sale of 
said television signals or the right to 
receive them to said person or persons, 
or (iii) the activities described in both 
clauses (i) and (ii) above. 


(b) The term ‘‘person” means and includes 
one or more individuals, firms, cor- 
porations, associations or organizations 
of any kind, and any combination 
thereof. 


Sec. 29A-2. Franchise Required. No per- 
son shall install, maintain or operate com- 
munity antenna television in the City of 
Lansing without first having obtained a 
franchise therefor from the City of Lan- 
sing, nor shall any person furnish commun- 
ity antenna television service without first 
having obtained such a franchise. 


Sec. 29A-3. Same. No person shall use, 
occupy or traverse the city streets, alleys, 
lanes, avenues, boulevards, sidewalks, 
bridges, viaducts, rights-of-way, or any 
other public place or public way in the City 
of Lansing, or any extensions thereof or 
additions thereto, whether on, above or 
under the surface of the ground, for the 
purpose of installing, maintaining or oper- 
ating community antenna television or 
facilities therefor or for the purpose of 
furnishing community antenna television 
service until said person has first obtained 
a franchise therefor from the City of Lan- 
sing or until there exists a final, valid and 
unappealed decision by a court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction that no such franchise 
is required. 


Sec. 29A-4,. Prohibited Transactions. No 
person shall furnish, or contract to fur- 
nish, labor, services, materials or supplies 
for the installation, maintenance or opera- 
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tion of community antenna television until 
after the person to or for whom said labor, 
services, materials or supplies are to be 
furnished has obtained the franchise re- 
quired by this Chapter. 


No person shall furnish, or contract to 
furnish, labor, services, materials or sup- 
plies for connecting any television receiv- 
ing set to any community antenna tele- 
vision system, or for repairing, maintain- 
ing or improving any such connection, un- 
til after said system is authorized to 
operate under a franchise as required by 
this Chapter. 


No person shall buy or contract to buy 
any television signals described in Section 
29A-1 of this Chapter, or the right to re- 
ceive any of said television signals, until 
the person selling or contracting to sell 
said television signals or the right to re- 
ceive said television signals has first ob- 
tained and has the franchise required by 
this Chapter. 


Sales and contracts made or entered into 
in violation of this Section, or any other 
part of this Chapter, and any amendments 
to or extensions of said contracts, shall be 
for all purposes whatsoever absolutely null 
and void. 


Sec. 29A-5. Penalties. Any person violat- 
ing any of the provisions of this Chapter 
shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished 
by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment for 
a period of not more than ninety (90) days, 
or by both fine and imprisonment. For the 
purpose of this Chapter, each day of viola- 
tion of Section 29A-2 or Section 29A-3 
shall constitute a separate offense; and 
each contract entered into, each day or 
fraction thereof during which labor or serv- 
ices are furnished, each connecting of a 
television receiving set, each repair, main- 
tenance or improvement of such a connec- 
tion, and each distinct unit of materials or 
supplies furnished, in violation of Section 
29A-4, shall constitute a separate offense. 


Sec. 29A-6. Severability. Should any 
section, sentence, clause, phrase or pro- 
vision of this Chapter be for any reason 
held invalid by the Courts, such portion 
shall be deemed and is hereby declared to 
be a separate, distinct and independent pro- 
vision, and such holding shall not affect 
the validity of the Chapter as a whole, or 
any portion thereof other than the portion 
so held to be invalid. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance are hereby re- 
pealed.
